WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Congress to- 
Gay passed a joint resolution, which 
mow goes to the President, directing 
Secretary of War Baker to cease re- 
eruiting until the various arms of the 
_fegular army have been reduced to 6314 
per cent. of the authorized strength, 
which means a regular army of not 
More than 175,000 men. 
The Senate, which on Friday passed 
-@R amended resolution which would 
have reduced the army to an enlisted 
atrength of 150,000 men, late this after- 
moon reconsidered that action and by a 
vote of 41 to 32 voted for an army of 
175,000 enlisted men. The army re- 
organization ,provides for about 18,000 
In the House, where the resolution 
was introduced by Representative Kahn, 
rman of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, action was speedy, 
practically no oppoation developing. 
The vote in the Hou:® waa, 285 to 4, 
the four voting against the resolution 
Bee of Texas, Coady of Maryland, 
on of Alabama and Crampton of 
Michigan, of whom the first three are 
Democrats and the other a Republican. 
In the Senate the debate on the mo- 
tion to reverse last week’s action of the 
Benate lasted four hours and: was 
sptrited at times, the Irish question, the 
Pi Ss ‘problem and various other matters 
of international interest being brought 
into the discussion.’ The fight’to keep 
the army at 150,000 was led by Sena- 
tors Borah, Republican; and Williams, 
Reed and McKellar, Democrats, while 
Senators Wadsworth and New, Repub- 
licans, and Senators Robinson, Fletcher 
and Phelan, -Democrats, directed the 
fight for a reconsideration. 


Borah Wants $30,000,000 Saved. 


Senator Borah declared that the money 
that would have been saved had the 
army remained at 150,000, which he es- 
timated at between $30,000,000 and $35,- 
000,000, could be used for the relief of 
{ll and insane veterans of the World 
War, who in large numbers, he added, 
are dying as a result of the failure of 
the Government to provide the necessary 
hospitals for their care and treatment. 
Senator Fietcher, replying to Borah, 
said that the size of the army did not 
figure in caring for these unfortunates 
and assured Senator Borah that Con- 
gress at this session would without 
doubt pass all the money needed to ef- 
fect the relief of these ex-soldiers. 

Senator Reed, who opened the debate 

- against the motion to reconsider, re- 
viewed the world situation and assured 
that from no nation in the world is the 
United States at the present moment in 
danger. of attack. 

“‘ Certainly,’’ said Senator Reed, ‘‘ we 
need fear no hostile move from Ger- 

“many, for that country Mes prostrate 
and disarmed. As for Austria, she has 
been dismembered and if reports are 
correct may soon be in the hands of a 
receiver. Are we fearful of France? 
No,-'we are in no danger from France 
and in my judgment we have in France 
not only a friend who would not attack 
us, but one who would probably come 
to our assistance if necessary. Are we 
fearful’ of Great Britain? Surely we 
are in no danger. from that source. We 
have loaned Great Britain $5,500,000,000 
and are now arranging to defer even the 
interest payments, in my judgment, un- 
lawfully. There is no danger there. An 
attack by Italy is unthinkable. 

*“*There remains but one country to 
consider, and that is Japan. I am in- 
clined to view with great discredit any 
rumor that Japan was working herself 
into a war fervor against the United 
Stetes. She could not wage a war 
against us except with the aid of Great 
Britain, and if there 1s any such danger 
‘as that we need not an army of 150,000 
or 175,000, but military preparation on 
a@ scale we never before dreamed of. 

‘* What,I would like to know is why 
‘America needs an army of 175,000 men 
fn a time of peace, when, as a matter 
of fact, it is our duty to cut to the 
very bone every measure that adds ad- 
@itional burdens to the already over- 
burdened people of this country.’’ 


Quotes General Pershing. 


Senator Myers, Democrat, of Montana, 
replying to Senator Reed, said that Gen- 
eral Pershing, when before the Commit- 
tee on. Military Affairs Friday, said 
that the army should not be reduced to 
any figure less than 200,000. Pershing, 
he ‘added, gave present world conditions 
as one of the principal reasons for the 
gtand he maintained regarding the size 
of the army.

ADMITS -HE FIRED FIRST 


American Seamen Searching for 
Victim’s Pistol Are Held Up 
—His Wife a Suicide.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Information 
reached Washington through authentic 
channels today that, since the shooting 
of Lieutenant Warren J. Langdon before 
Japanese headquarters in Vladivostok on 
Jan. 8 by a Japanese sentry, Awo Amer- 
ican uniformed men have been held up 
in that city by Japanese sentrtes. 

The report stated that two American 
seamen, presumably from the cruiser 
Albany, were ordered ashore to make a 
search for the revolver worn by Lieuten- 
ant Langdon at the time he was shot. 
These seamen were challenged and held 
up by Japanese soldiers until they were 
identified. The report did not indicate 
whether the revolver was recovered by 
the Americans. 

The information that these seamen in 
uniform were held up occasions some 
surprise in view of the reported action 
of the Japanese authorities at Viadi- 
vostok in directing that there should be 
no further interference with Americans 
in uniform. 

One of the points made in the note of 
protest and representations sent last 
Thursday night by Acting Secretary of 
State. Davis.is that Japanese military 
forces in Vladivostok should not inter- 
fere with Americans there. In this note 
the State Department informed Japan 
that this Covérfiment é#pedté. the Japa- 
nese Government to see thet there is no 
such interference in the future. 

The Japanese Foreign Office has not 
yet replied to the American note, but it 
is expected that a response will soon be 
made, although the Tokio Foreign 
Office may be obliged to obtain its re- 
port from the War Office before making 
a response. In view of the case of 
interference with American seamen since 
the fatal shooting of Lieutenant Lang- 
don, it is possible that the State De- 
partment will forward a second note to 
Japan before a reply is received to the 
first communication of protest. 


Declares Sentry Molested Langdon. 


The Department gave out the, follow- 
ing statement regarding the status of 
the Langdon case: 

The department gave out the follow- 
official advices: concerning the circum- 
stances of the death of Lieutenant War- 
ren H. Langdon, U. S. N., on Jan. 8, 
1921. ~According to the department’s 
advices the board of investigation and 
court of inquiry convened by the Jap- 
anese Government seems to establish 
that the sentry who fired upon and 
killed Lieutenant Langdon had left his 
post and. molested an officer in uni- 
form who was proceeding in an orderly 
manner along the street. 

The shooting took place opposite the 
headquarters of the Japanese Eleventh 
‘Division, on Peter the Great Street, 
about 4 A. M., on the morning of Jan. 8. 
According to Lieutenant Langdon’s own 
account, he was descending the steep, 
icy sidewalk on the west side of Peter 
the Great “Street, using an electric 
pocket flash lamp continuously in order 
to find his way. When Lieutenant 
Langdon arrived opposite the head- 
quarters of the Japanese Eleventh 
Division, which are on the east side of 
Peter the Great Street, the Japanese 
sentry on post before the headquarters 
came running across the street and 
called out ‘ American?’ Lieutenant 
Langdon answered in the affirmative} 
and proceeded on his way. 

‘“‘The sentry, according to Lieutenant 
Langdon, without further challenge dis- 
charged his rifle at a distance of about 
six feet. from Lieutenant Langdon, with 
the rifle held at the position ‘ charge 
bayonet.’ The surgeon’s examination 
disclosed that the ball had ranged up- 
ward, emerging above the heart. This 
was confirmed also by a large rent in 
the front of Lieutenant Langdon’s 
overcoat just above the heart. 

“ After the sentry had fired, according 
to Lieutenant Langdon’s own story, 
Lieutenant Langdon whipped out his re- 
volver, turned and discharged two shots 
at the sentry and then made the best of 
his way to his ship, the Albany. Lieu- 
tenant Langdon further stated that 
when he was first challenged by the 
sentry he halted, just long enough to 
reply in the affirmative to the question 
‘ American?’ ‘ 

“Lieutenant Langdon was fully: con- 
scious at the time he made his official 
statement. Lieutenant Langdon was a 


total ‘abstainer and was not under the 
influence of alcohol at any time.

Two major crimes, executed with a 
daring disregard for police, crowds or 
consequences, were committed in the 
centre of the city yesterday. A third 
took place in Hast New York. 


An alleged shoplifter in a Fifth Ave- 
nue establishment, darting through the 
5 o’clock throngs, turned into a side 
street: and was’ stopped in twenty 7ret 
by a detective’s bullet. The wound was 
a bare graze, but a variation of a frac- 
tion of an inch in the aim would have 
severed the man’s jugular vein. 

Two young men, equipped with revol- 
vers and an expensive automobile, held 
up the manager of one of Park Avenue’s 
exclusive apartment houses, shot him 
through the face and escaped with about 
$2,000 of a cash payroll of $3,500. As 
a result, ‘‘ $5,000 reward for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of 
the men concerned in the robbery and 
attempted murder at 375 Park Avenue,’’ 
fwas offered last night by the Montana 
Realty Company, 30 East Forty-second 
Street, owners of the apartment. 

Seriously wounded by two bandits, 
Samuel Meshman, 65, and his son, Abra- 
ham Meshman, 45, were taken last night 
to St. Mary's Hospital Brooklyn. The 
father and son were shot down in the 
grocery they own at 485 Hegeman Ave- 
nue, in the New Lots section of East 
New York. One bullet penetrated the 
son’s chest, close to the heart, and the 
other entered the father 5. bs 
condition was repo :

$70,000 Fur Thefts Reported. 


Beside these crimes, fur thefts totaling 
nearly $70,000 and a $7,000 jewel robbery 
in a hotel, were disclosed. Against this 
roll of disorder, several criminals were 
sentenced to prison, one man getting 
forty years. 

At 4:80 o’clock in the afternoon Fifth 
Avenue, between Forty-sixth and Forty- 
seventh Streets, was jammed with the 
usual crowds of shoppers, and from curb 
to curb the street held heavy motor 
traffic. The five floors of the establish- 
ment of J. M. Gidding & Co. were well 
bfilled when & man and a woman entered. 
The man was tall and stylishly dressed ; 
his companion was swathed in furs. 

They asked to be directed to the rest 
room, said Nathaniel Gidding, President 
of the company, and were escorted to 
the fourth floor. While his companion 
entered ‘the rest parlor, the man paced 
back and forth in the fitting rooms, 
twirling his cane. Then he went to the 
first floor and posted himself against a 
jewel counter. 

One of the salesgiris told a floor 
manager she saw the man put a gold 
meshbag, valued at $150, in his pocket. 
When the manager approached, the 
stranger disappeared out the door. 

The manager gave chase, shouting 
*‘ Stop thief !’’ His cries caught the at- 
tention of Detective Barron, one of the 
plainclothes guard assigned to protect 
Fifth Avenue stores. Barron pursued 
the man, drawing his revolver, but the 
fugitive paid no heed to commands to 
halt. 

When the man ran into Forty-seventh 
Street toward Sixth Avenue the detec- 
tive shot at him. The bullet passed 


under the man's Jeft ear and grazed his 
cheek.

BLAME LAID ON STRIKERS 


Police Round Up Idle Chauffeurs 
and Search Their Quar- 
ters, but Find No Clue.

PHILADHLPHIA, Jan. 17.-Two em- 
ployes of the Quaker City Taxicab’ Com- 
pany were killed tonight by the ex- 
plosion of a bomb, presumably placed 
in one of the cabs by striking drivers 
whose campaign of violence has resulted 
in eleven injuries and property damage 
approximating $75,000. Several other 
drivers were in the company’s main 
garage at Twelfth and Vine Streets 
when the explosion occurred, and four 
of them were slightly injured. 

The dead are Perry H. Dean, an in- 
spector, and James S. McKee, a driver, 
of Haddonfield, N. J. 

Police were ordered returned as guards 
on the cabs tonight. A policeman was de- 
tailed to each taxicab after the first out- 
rages of the strike. Two weeks ago, 
howéver, following a [ull in the out- 
breaks, Mayor Moore ordered police of- 
ficials to remove the guards. Director 
Cortelyou and Superintendent Mills held 
a conference tonight and ordered the re- 
turn of the police guards. 

Police formed a cordon around the 
area after the explosion. They raided 
two. poolrooms. where_ strikers were 
known to have loafed. Sixteen men were 
arrested as suspicious characters. Search

Search of the heaa- 
quarters of the striking men, diagonally

Richard Curran, one of the drivers, 
took a cab out of the garage this after- 
noon at 4:30 o'clock, carrying fares 
from the centre of the city to West 
Philadelphia. He stopped at the West 
Philadelphia station to eat lunch, leav- 
ing the cab alone on the street about 
half an hour while he was eating. An 
hour later he noticed the meter was out 
of order and returned to the garage for 
repairs. Since the outbreak of the strike 
all cabs have been examined before they 
are allowed to enter the garage. Cur- 
ran, however, drove inside and reported. 

Dean, who had been detailed to inspect 
the cabs as they, entered, looked inside 
the car as Curran was walking toward 
his cab with a meter inspector named 
Hartley. As they approached Dean 
lifted a small black object and asked 
Curran if it belonged to him. Amid cries 
to ‘‘drop it’’ from several corners of the 
garage Curran answered negatively and 
Dean began to shake the package sus- 
piciously. 


A terrific explosion followed. McKee, 
who was standing near Dean, was 
knocked over, his shoulder blown away 
and his head badly torn by the force of 
the impact. Dean toppled to the floor. 
Both men were rushed to the Hahne- 
mann Hospital. Doctors there said Mc- 
Kee had died as he fell. Dean died 
soon after being admitted to the hos- 
pital.

Bandits Trapped After Murder 


of $12,000 at Toledo 





TOLEDO, Jan. 17.—Automobile bandits 
killed two New York Central Railroad 
detectives at noon today, forced a ticket 
agent to give up $12,000 and shot their 
way through a crowd of citizens to a 
refuge to which the police traced them. 
Tonight, just as detectives, armed 
with s hotguns, were preparing to lay 
siege to the house where the bandits 
were supposed to be barricaded, the city 
was plunged into darkness by an acci- 
dent at the municipal power house, and 
the storming party was forced to wait 
for light. 

Later the place was entered and five 
men were arrested. The refuge was a 
Broadway lunchroom less than a mile 
from the scene of the hold-up. 

The prisoners are Ed Surprise, 37, 
restaurant worker; Harold Stormer, 30, 
sailor; Joe Smith, 29, engineer; Eli 
Crab, 28, laborer; Hd Bay, 18, chauf- 
feur. 

Foley, according to the police, was 
found ‘on the roof of the building. Three 
of the men arrested have been identified 
by witnesses to the robbery, according 
to the authorities. They declined to 
reveal their identity however.

A. H. Long, railroad detectives, left the 
Union Station in an automobile, Breed 
carrying a satchel containing $12,000, 
representing receipts from passenger 
fares since the banks closed on Satur- 
day.

Hidden under hig. mattress was $2,200 
and an additional $125 was found in his 
pocket when he was searched at head- 
quarters. Vivian. Larrimore, a negress, 
with whom Richardson fs said to have 
been intimate, also.was placed under ar- 
rest. She had $100 in currency.

Enright Says He Does Not Intend

Mayor Hylan in a face-to-face confer- 
ence with ex-Governor Whitman yester- 
day promised to furnish all the detec- 
tives and other assistnce asked in con- 
nection with the Whitman investigation 
and promised also the immediate abro- 
gation of Rule 184. 

Mayor Hylan’s action, it was stated, 
was taken after Mr. Whitman had de- 
cided to ask the Grand Jury to. indict 
for attempted obstruction of justice, if 
the Mayor and Police Commissioner 
Enright continued fn their refusal to 
furnish detectives and to cancel Rule 
184, which required-policemen to report 
to the Police Department, all questions 
asked’ them by. the prosecutor ir any 
investigation. 

The interview ended with a promise 
by Mayor Hylan to do all that he was” 
asked to do by. Mr. Whitman and to 
instruct Commissioner Enright, who was 
present at the interview, to abandon 
completely his earlier attitude toward 
the Whitman investigation. 

Mayor Hylan had given no hint of his 
intention, previous to his discussion with 
Mr. Whitman, that he intended to 
reverse the position he had taken last 
week in refusing flatly to let the Dis- 
trict Attorney or Mr. Whitman use any 
city detectives or to abrogate Rule 184, 
which. would ‘have kept the Police De- 
partment informed of every step taken 
by Mr. Whitman and his staff against 
it. 2 


Penal Code Considered.

“A person who, in any case or under 
any circumstances not otherwise spe- 
cially provided for, willfully resists, de- 
lays or obstructs a public officer in dis- 
charging or attempting to discharge the 
duties of his office is guilty of a misde- 
meanor.”’ 

The letters of the Mayor and the Po- 
lice Commiasioner refusing the services 
of the detectives and the rule itself were 
regarded by Mr. Whitman as a.case in 
themselves strong enough to submit to 
the Grand Jury. 

The Grand Jurors were in session 
when Mayor Hylan and Commissioner 
Enright arrived at the Criminal Court 
Building. Mr. Whitman had the Penal 
Code open at the page defining the 
crime of obstructing justice when he 
went into conference with them. The 
Grand Jurors remained in readiness 
until Mr.. Whitman went before them, 
after the Mayor had agreed to what was 
demanded, and told them that the busi- 
ness for which they had been, summoned 
had. been dispatched satisfactorily af 
the conference. 


Hylan and Enright Call on Swann. 


Mayor Hylan, who had refused to sée 
District Attorney Swann at the City 
Hall last week, voluntarily called on 
him yesterday at his office in the Crim- 
inal Court Building, where the confer- 
ence with Mr. Whitman was later held. 
Letting bygones be bygones, he greeted 
the District Attorney warmly. Commis- 
sioner Enright, who has cut the District 
Attorney publicly for two years, also 
paid a voluntary visit to his office and 
shook hands with him as a preliminary 
to the conference. 

As soon as he had discharged his furic- 
tion as a host by welcoming the two 
officials to his office, Mr. Swann ex- 
cused himself and left them with Mr. 
Whitman. ‘ 

The three men got along amicably, ac- 
cording to Mr. Whitman. He pointed 
out his conception of his duty under the 
circumstances created by their refusal to 
assist his official investigation. The 
Mayor was quick to agree with him. 
Commissioner Enright, whose only con- 
nection with the matter has been to re- 
peat the Mayor’s refusal to lend the ser- 
vices of the detectives, was apparently 
only a passive witness to the interview. 

The Mayor is said to have disclaimed 
emphatically any intention to obstruct 
justice. Before the interview, the May- 
or’s conception of the whole matter, it 
was said, was that he was merely re- 
fusing to grant something which was 
asked as a favor, not demanded as a 
legal obligation. 2 : 

On Friday, Jan. 7, District Attorney 
Swann had a talk with the Mayor and 
immediately after it wrote to the Grand 
Jury that the Mayor offered the serv 
vices of any six city detectives to the 
Grand Jury. The Mayor, in this letter,

WISIMAR, Jan. T7.—‘‘ I see no reason 
for America fearing a -war with. either 
Japan or England,” said Admiral Scheer 
today in the third of a series ef inter- 
views, the first given by the Commander 
in Chief of the German Navy since the 
sigriing of peace between the Allies and 
Germany. ‘‘In such wars the action 
would be wholly naval, as the American 
frontiers, Canedian and Mexican, ‘are 
safe. Canada would not. fight against 
the United States and Mexico is power- 
less. 

‘“For Japan to land an army on 
either Canadian of Mexican ‘soil is im- 
practicable, almost impossible. 1 say 
almost impossible because such Janding 
necessitates the complete destruction of 
the American Fleet. 

“1 showed at Skagerrak that a fleet 
of double strength cannot enforce its 
will upon a weaker one, and two months 
later showed the possibility of subma- 
rines offering a barrfer to a fleet of 
capital ships. Germany showed through- 
out the war that submarines and mine 
fields made the coast safe against hos- 
tile armies landing. 

“ Now consider an American-Japanese 
war and the complete defeat of the 
American fleet by the Japanese. Japan 
wants the Philippines badly, and I do 
not think America ought to prize them 
too highly. America values them more 
than they are worth. This exaggerated 
value may lead America to compromise 
her henor in defense of those islands 
and go to war in their behalf. 

‘‘I think Great Britain realizes its 
mistake in permitting Japan to occupy 
the former German islands, which be- 
come a sort of bridge, inviting the Jap- 
anese to place naval stations as sort of 
sentinels around Australia. In other 
words, England has driven Australia 


into America’s arms because their in- 
terests in the Pacific are identical. 

‘“‘From a purely strategic point of 
view, leaving aside sentimental ideals, 
as they were left aside at Versaiiles, I 
would say America should have taken 
the German Marianne Islands as her 
spoils. If she really fears a Japanese 
war, it was foolish nvt to take naval 
stations. If it had taken them, America 
wouid not be, accused of militarism, 
while Japan’s naval activities would be 
confined to: a -smal radius. However, 
England’s...action united America: and 
fusca. which,.is. probably kest for. 

“In a war between America and 
Japan or England aerial warfare must 
be considered. It is a long distance be- 
tween Japan or California or Mexico. 
We will say the warships and trans- 
ports of Japan come the thousands of 
miles, they will arrive off the Mexican 
coast with their bunkers empty.

The fact is that:no police- 
man ever did report anything occurfrin, 

in the prosecution of cases, or of ant 
inquiry in which he was concerned, fior 
was he ever asked to make such & 
report. : 

‘Since this ryle was made, about two 
years ago, there has been an improve- 
ment in the morale of the férce and 
fewer policemen have been summoned 
from their work to attend calls from the 
District Attorney’s office.” 

Replying to a question. as to the con- 
dition of police afafirs when he assumed 
office, on Jan. 23, 1918, the Commis- 
sioner said: 

‘* When Commissioner Waldo went out 
of office he left everything in apple-pie 
order. Buildings and equipment were in 
good shapé,. the: business was complet- 
ed, and there were no old matters for 
Commissioner Woods to clean up “when 
he came in. That is the way I shall 
leave things for the man who succeeds 
me and it is the way things should be 
ert. 

‘‘ But Commissioner Woods evidently 
had a different idea. The election swept 
the administration of which he was a 
part out of office, and he was apparent-

Republicans Announce Decision 
Against a Senate Exec- 
utive Session. 


LIGGETT MAY BE EXCEPTED 


But Nominations of Thousands of, 
Othere Are Doomed for This 
Session of Congress. 


Special to The New Yori Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The first 
formal acknowledgment that the Repub- 
lican Senators had decided to prevent 
the confirmation of thousands of pend- 
ed nominations for office sent in by 

resident Wilson was made in the Sen- 
ate today. The agreement among the 
Republicans provides that no executive 
session shall be held before the end 
of tne Fresent Congress on March 4, 
the day that Mr. Harding will become 
President. This means that no oppor- 
tunity for moving the confirmation of 
any nomination will be presented. 

Senator’ Townsend of chigan, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Post Offices 
and Post Roads, made the annouace- 
ment. Although the Democrats knew 
that there was to be a wholesale hold- 
up of nominations made by President 
Wilson, they were surprised at the com- 
prehensiveness of the Republican plan. 

The Senate recently confirmed the 
rlomination of Senator John F. Nugent 
of Idaho, Democrat, to be a member 
of the Federal Trade Commission, but 
this was in accordance with the cus- 
tomary courtesy of the. Senate toward 
one of its own members. 

The debate made it evident that, if 
Congress passed a bill creating the rank 
of Lieutenant General, the Senate would 
be inclined to confirm the nomination 
of Major Gen. Hunter Liggett for that 
office, but that no other nomination 
made by President Wilson for any place 
fn the army or for any civil office would 
be acted upon. 

Senator Fletcher of Florida started the 
debate that elicited Senator Townsend's 
announcement of the Republican policy. 
He offered a resotution calling for in- 
formation as to the number of nomina- 
tions of former service men and the 
widows of service men for postmaster- 
ships that had not been acted upon by 
the Senate.

CALLS HYLAN POLICE BOSS. 


Ex-Deputy Lord Says Enright Goes 
to City Hall Too Often. 


Mayor Hylan was declared to be the 
real boss of the Police Department and 
Commissioner Enright merely its nomi- 


nal head, by Frank Lord, a former Dep- 
uty Police Commissioner in the - 
Aninistration of Arthur Woods, in a dis- 
cussion of police conditions last night 
at a meeting of the Seventh District 
Republican’ Club, Broadway and Eigh- 
tieth Street. : 

‘“Commissioner Hnright runs down to 
the City Hall too often, and the head 
of the. police who goes to the Cit 
Hall cannot be a good Commissioner,” 
Mr. Lora asserted. ‘‘I read in the 
Jewspapers of conferences between him 
and the Mayor. The head of the Police 
Ivepartment should be suprem: over the 
force and its activities. Me should stay 
on duty in his office in the police build- 
ing and not go south of Canal Street 
once in six months.” * 

Mr. Lord, who was. once in charge of 
the Detective Bureau, contended that 
the breaking up of the special squads 
organized by Commissioner Woods had 
shown an important defect. in the pres- 
ent administration when suddenly called 
upon to meet an emergency. 

‘‘Hurriedly some of these special 
squads were reorganized, but with only 
about 1f per cent of the efficiency cf- 
fected under Woods,”’ he said. ‘‘ It is 
not the uniformed force but the detec- 
tive divisions and squads to which the 
public must look to for protection, for 
crime preventions and thé detection of 
criminals. 

‘“‘ But the public cannot get 
vice until the best trained and capable 
detectives are deservedly recognized and 
promoter on their merits. I personally 

elieve that most of the force, both uni- 
formed men and detectives, want to per- 
form their duty. The trouble is that 
they are retarded and handicapped by 
inefficient supervision.’’ 


RAIL ADMINISTRATION LOSES 


Supreme Court Won’t Review Ad- 
_ verse Decisions In Accident Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Jan.°17.—The Supreme 
Court refused today to review a judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court of California 
holding that the United States Railroad 
Administration was not immune from 
damage suits arising from the operation 
of a common carrier in that State. 

Suit was brought against the then 
Director General, W. G. McAdoo, by 
the California Industrial Accident Com- 
mission on behalf of the heirs of Angelo 
Brizzolara, who -vas fatally injured 
while repairing a switch engine. The 
commission held he was not engaged in 
interstate commerce and therefore ‘‘ both 
employer and employe were subject to 
the jurisdiction of the commisston.’’ 

An award of $4,950 against the railroad 
administration was confirmed by the 
State courts. The Government appealed 
on the ground that the administration 
was in fact engaged in interstate com- 
merce and was immune under the 
Federal Employes’ Liability act from 
legal causes of this nature. : 

Lower court decrees awarding $11,000 
damages to Harvey K. Keyser, an engi- 
neer employed in the South Bethlehem, 
Pe., yards by the United States Rail- 
road Administration, will stand as a 
result of the refusal of the Supreme 
Court to review the case. Keyser lost 
a leg in an accident and brought suit 
against Walker D. Hines, former Di- 
rector General of Railroads, as ‘‘ agent’ 
under the transportation act. 

The Court also refused to review the 
appeal brought by the Director General 
from g, decision of Founsytvania courts 
awarding $12,000 to the heirs of Burd 
Templin, a brakeman, who was killed 
in a railroad accident at Reading, Pa., 
Nov. 27, 1918. . 

The Court declined to order the release 
of the British steamer Gleneden, seized 
in New York harbor in connection with 
a libel suit for $400,000 growing out of 
the collision between it and an Italian 
vessel in European waters on Nov. 19,

Harding Is Against Re-enacting 
Payne Law, So a Temporary 
Measure Is Likely. 


FRAMERS FACE PROBLEMS 


Export Needs and Exchange Offer

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—President- 
elect Harding is opposed to the special 
session of Congress re-enacting the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff as a temporary 
measure. Chairman Fordney: of the 
Ways and Means Committee told mem- 
bers of the committee who are consid- 
ering a permanent tariff bill that Mr. 
Harding intended to call the special *ses- 
sion on April 4, and wanted to know 
whether the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee would be able to report a tariff 
bill then. 

In conversations with members of Con- 
gress President-elect Harding has em- 
Phasized the point that the country 
would not stand for the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff and that the measure would not 
now meet present conditions. His opin- 
fon is shared by Senator Penrose and 
Representative Longworth, who hold 
that the party should seek to write a 
tariff that would give proper considera- 
tion’. to economic conditions here and 
abroad. ~ 

The Republican leaders find themselves 
facing a great problem in dealing with 
the demand for protection, with a knowl- 
edge that a high tariff will cause re- 
tallatory action by foreign countries. 
The revenue framers concede that the 
tariff must contain reciprocity features 
for the erry or it will fail to maintain 
fore rade. 

The difference in exchange makes it 
very difficult to work out schedules that 
will be of permanent value. If the dif- 
ference of exchange were added to the 
tariff rates, it is pointed out, the total 
impost would be so heavy as to build a 
trade wall around the United States. 

Another problem is that the Repub-

convention. Mr. Harding’s plans, as so 
far elaborated, do not go beyond in- 
viting the nations to participate. If 
these plans fail, it is asserted tonight, 
it will be because the nations of the 
world are not willing to accept the in- 
vitations he will tender.

President-elect and Wife Slip Away 
Quietly to Cleveland on Some 
Personal Errands.

MARION, Ohio, Jan. 17. — Cabinet 
problems and Mexican affairs were 
gone over this morning by Mr. Harding 
before leaving for Clevéland to attend 
to some personal matters. He will re- 
turn tomorrow morning. 

Walter 'S. Dickey of Kansas City, for- 
mer State Chairman for Missouri, who 
has been suggested by his friends for 
Secretary of Commerce or Interior, had 


a short talk with the President-elect, 
ving him an account of two interviews 

e had with President Obregon during 
his visit to Mexico City at the time of 
the new Mexican President’s inaugura- 
tion. Obregon expressed himself to Mr. 
Dickey as desirous of immediate recog- 
nition. 

Will H. Hays, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee, had a long conference 
with Mr. Harding that was continued on 
the train to Cleveland. The President- 
elect and Mr. Hays were joined on the 
way*by Charles D. Hilles of New York. 

r. Hays was plainly disturbed over 
rumors that the President-elect was 
encountering opposition to the appoint- 
ment of political managers to the Cabi- 
net. The Chairman did not discuss the 
question of his being selected as Post- 
maater General, but denounced as 
‘“*made out of whole cloth ’’ reports that 
he had ‘‘ hastened to Marion to patch 
up his political fences.’’ 

‘**I came to Marion at the request of 
Mr. Harding to go over several im- 
portant matters with him,’’ Mr. Hays 
went on. ‘‘I-am not here seeking pub- 
lic office nor am I here to adjust any 
altercations over Cabinet appointments, 
for, as far as I know, there are none.”’ 

He denied that there was any friction 
between himself and Harry M. Daugh- 
erty, saying emphatically that he was in 
accord with Mr. Daugherty on virtually 
all politica) matters. This served to 
strengthen the general impression here 
that Hays and Daugherty favored the 
aspirations of each’ other for Cabinet 
appointment. 

Ex-Governor Frank O. Lowden of IIli- 
nois had a short talk with the Presi- 
dent-elect. The nature of the conference 
was not told, but it is known that the: 
President-elect wishes to give his con- 
vention opponent an appointment, and 
the impression is that with another IIli- 
neis man, Charles G. Dawes, apparently 
slated for the Cabinet. Mr. Lowden will 
receive the offer of a diplomatic post. 

MARION, Ohio, Jan. 17 (Associated 
Press).—Final plans for the ceremony on 
the east portico of the Capitol on March 
4 were virtually approved today as the 
result of a conference between the Presi- 
dent-elect and Elliott Woods, superin- 
tendent of the Capitol Building and 
grounds. 

Mr. Woods sought the President-elect’s 
consént to a plan for the erection of a 
small platform. It was agreed that the 
platform would be built, but it would 
be msrely a small affair, designed to as- 
sist the President-elect in making him- 
self heard. 


Avoid Observation in Cleveland. | 
CLEVELAND, Jan. 17.—President-elect 
Harding slipped into Cleveland today on

SAYS BISHOP _ 
‘IS JUST A ‘DECORATION’ 


‘We Must Have Some One to Say 
Grace at Banquets,’ Dr. 
Reiland Asserts. 


“Why is a Bishop?’’ asked Dr. Karl 
Reiland, rector of St. George’s Episcopal 
Church, in Stuyvesant Square, yester- 
day afternoon at a meeting of the New 
York Lutheran Ministers’ Association 
ih the Hotel Astor, to which ministers 
of other Protestant denominations had 


been invited to discuss church unity. | 


Then he hastened to answer his own 
question. ‘‘In thé Bpiscopal Church a 
Bishop is an interesting decoration,’’ he 
said., ‘' We must have some one to go 
around and say grace at banquets.’’ 

While his audience of ministers 
chuckled, Dr. Reiland continued to point 
out what he considered some of the 
faults of his own Chureh. After déplor- 
ing the ecciesiastical differences of the 
Church, which he called economically 
costly and spfritually degenerate, and 
which he said were of human origin, 
be criticised the attitude of the Episcb- 
pal Church toward church unfty. 

‘‘In your efforts to establish church 
uhity,’? Dr. Reiland told his fellow min- 
isters, ‘‘I hope that none of you will 
ask for ordination in the Episcopal 
Church. You should demand’ an equi- 
table recognition of what you have 
that is just as good as what the Episco- 
pal Church has to offer. The Lambeth 
Conference brought about no change in 
the unyielding attitude of the Episcopal 
Church toward church unity. Despite 
the protestations of humility and the 
recognition of truth in other denomina- 
tions made by ‘that conference, the 
Church still miantains the attitude of the 
lion toward uniting with other denomina- 
tions, ‘Come to me and I will eat you 


up. 

Dr. Cnarles E. Jefferson, pastor of 
the Broadway Congregational Taber- 
nacle, said that he thought Dr. Reiland 
had spoken too harshly of the Lambeth 
Conference. ‘‘ You. must remember,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ that this conference was 
made up of more than 200 Bishops.’’ 
While the conference had not brought 
about great concessions on the part of 
the Episcopal Church, he thought that 
it had made @ small but encouraging 
start in that direction. 

Dr. A. 5S. Hardy, pastor of Our 
Saviour’s Church presided. Among 
those who spoke were Luther B. Wil- 
son, Bishop of the Methodist Church of 
New York; the Rev. Dr. F. H. Knubel 
and the Rev. David J. Burrell.

It finished virtually 
all of the préliminary investigation yes- 
terday, and is ready today to hear the 
testimony of the three men Who were 
in the balloon, Lieutenant A. L. Kloor 
Jr., commander of the craft; and Liet- 
tenants Walter Hinton and Stephen A. 
Farrell, seaplane pilots at the station. 

Questions of the authorization of the 
flight, air conditions preceding the start 
of the journey on Dec. 13, equipment 
of the balloon and passengers and ef- 
forts of officers at the station to find 
the balloon when it disappeared on the 


night of’ Dec. 13 were taken up yester- 
day. Information on these subjects, as 


well as the conduct of the men while], 


they were lost.in the Canadian woods 
for four days and the fight of Hinton 
and Farrell at Mattice, will be sought 
today from the three witnesses. 

Lieutenant Farrell was ill when he 
arrived at the Air Station yesterday 
morning and remained in his quarters 
all day.

Commander Damon E. Cummings, 
commander of the air station, told the 
court that he had signed the preliminary 
orders for the flight ‘‘on a suitable 
day.’’ A first order authorized Lieuten- 
ant Kloor to prepare for a practice trip 
and the second authorized Lieutenants 
Farrell and Hinton to go along. 

The commandant said that he was ab- 
sent from the station on leave for a 
few days beginning on Dec. 12 and that, 
while he had directed that the flight 
might begin on a ‘suitable day,’’ he 
left no verbal orders about the start 
He, said that Lieut. 
Commander Archibald H. Douglas, exec- 
utive officer, was in command during 
Commander Cummings’s absence. 

Commander Cummings read into the 
record many of the reports on the bal- 
loon, the orders, as well as general 
orders of the Navy Department govern- 
ing flying activities. He said that the 
purpose of the flight was to train the 
balloon officer as well as the seaplane 
pilots .and that Winter wzs the best 
time for the flights because the hydro-

Lieutenant Langdon then stopped, 
according to the sentry’s story, and 
shifted his electric pocket flash lamp to 
his left hand, groping with his right 
hand into the pocket of his overcoat. 

‘The sentry asserted that he himself 
took the position ‘for action,’ and que- 
ried Lieutenant Langdon with the words, 
‘Russian or American?’ The sentry 
admitted that ne was very excited. He 
protested that he did not intend to shoot 
Lieutenant Langdon, but that his pur- 
pose was to seize Lieutenant Langdon’s 
electric flash lamp and compel him to 
accompany him to the guard in order 
thet he might ascertain who the Lieu- 
tenant was. 

‘“*He declared that he then discharged 
his rifle accidentally. He added that 
after he had discharged his rifle by ac- 
cident, and wounded Lieutenant Lang- 
don in the breast, Lieutenant Langdon 
fired two or three revolver shots at him. 

‘“‘All the high Japanese Army and 
Navy officers have officially visited the 
Albany to express their regret and sor- 
row at the occurrence, and have offered 
the commander of the Albany every 
assistance. The Japanese Minister of 
War has also telegraphed his condo- 
lences, : at 

‘‘Memorlal services for Lieutenant 
Langdon are to be held tomorrow, Tues- 
day, Jan. 18, at the Young Men's Chris- 
Bat Association building in Vliadivos- 
tck.”’

LINK SIBERIA PROTEST 
WITH LANGDON CASE 


Japanese Believe That Washing- 
ton Note Reopens Question of 
Coast Domination. 


TOKIO, Jan. 17 (Associated Press).— 
Government officials have not yet made 
public the text of the American note 
protesting against the shooting of Naval 
Lieutenant W. H. Langdon by a Japan- 
ese sentry at Viadivostok. Publicists, 
however, express the belief that Wash- 
ington has not only asked for reparation, 
with guarantees removing a probability 
of similar incidents in future, but also 
has again pointed out to Japan the wis- 
dom of reducing, if not withdrawing al- 
together, het troops ffom a country 
where she possesses no sovereign rights, 
but the littoral of which is dominated by 
her military power. 

This would open the old, thorny ques- 
tion which Japan herself has been 
finding difficulty. in settling. <A divis- 
fon of opinion exists in government 


circles as to the Siberian problem, it 
is reported here. Leaders of the military 
party tnsist that Japanese troops should 
remain in Siberia, while the peace party 
is seeking means to abandon an adven- 





ture which, it is declared, is ruinously 
expensive and without hope of compen- 
sation. 

The impression exists here that Japan 
w'll insist upon solving the question in 
her own way and her own time, if for 
no other reason than to assert the doc- 
ee that she is paramount in the Far 
Bast. 

The Hara Cabinet appears to retain its 
strength, and it is believed that it will 
survive the impending session of the 
Diet, at which relations be@ween this 
country and America will be discussed. 

All the leading Japanese newspapers 
have thus far refrained from comment 
upon the shooting of Lieutenant Lang- 
don, and even of the more sensational 
section of the press the only opinion 
voiced is by the Yorodzu Niroku, which 
declares in today’s issue that the Japa- 
nese sentry acted in accordance with his 
duty, and that the blame rested upon 
the American officer. The Japanese of- 
ficials are open to criticism for their 
** apologetic attitude ’’ to America, the 
newspaper insists, and their ‘‘ subser- 
vient demeanor ”’ is likely to cause inter- 
pellations in the Diet. 

The Vladivostok correspondent of the 
British-owned Japanese Chronicle sends 
a tribute to’ the high character of Lieu- 
tenant Langdon, describing him as moad- 
est and unaggressive, a strict teetotaler 
with a kind of physical dread of alcohol 
and a non-smoker, The Lieutenant spent 
most of his evenings quietly with Rus- 
sian friends in official circles, and was 
making rapid progress in learning the 
— language, the correspondent 

The correspondent of The Associated 
Press, who has just returned to Takio 
from a visit to many of the larger cities 
of the Far East, found some uneasiness 
everywhere regarding relations between 
rb peal and the United States. In well 
informed circles these misgivings ap- 
peared to be based more upon what was 
described as ‘‘ Japan's resentment of 
any American policy calculated to curb 
Japanese expansion in Asia ’’ than upon 
the California question. The latter prob- 
lem, while touching Japan’s national 
prestige and the interests of Japanese in 
America, is apparently not regarded 
with the same seriousness as the que s- 
sy of Japan's vital interests near Nip- 
- In diplomatic circles here the opinion 
prevails that the situation does nor jus- 
ify the pessimism noticeable outside the 
borders of the Japanese Empire. On the 
contrary, the view is taken that the at- 
titudes of both the Tokio and Washing- 
ton Governinents are based on confidence 
that a solution for troublesome matters 
now in the foreground will be discovered. 
Japan’s popular protests against Cali- 
fornia legislation appear to have been 
followed by an attitude of patience. and 
restraint, cognizance, being taken of the 
fact that America has_ encountered 
| paaberaeey difficulties in finding a solution 
or the triple problem of satisfying popu- 
lar opinion on the Pacific slope, serving 
America’s national interests and meeting 
Japan’s desires. 

fforts of the American State Depart- 
ment, through Ambassador Roland 
Morris, have profoundly impresse@ the 
Japanese with the fairness of the United 
States. For this reason the killing of 
Lieutenant Langdon is genuinely regret- 
ted here because it is believed that it 
will Have the offect of reopening the en- 
tire question of Japanese military occu- 
pation of Siberia, concerning which 
America has in the past sent several 
protests to Tokio.

“‘The French Treasury, not being able 
to continue any longer the cost of the 
upkeep of 135,000 Crimean refugees, 
handed over this heavy task Jan. 1 to 
the General Russian Aid Association, 
constituted in Paris for the purpose of 
remedying the extreme distress in which 
most of these refugees are. The asso- 
ciation has addressed itself to the Gov- 
ernments of America and Belgium, as 
well as to the principal charitable asso- 
citations of the world. It seeks to 
realiize on the properties of the former 
Wrangel Government, and notably the 
credits which were put at its disposi- 
tion by various Russian societies to aid 
in its charitable work. 

‘‘ Among the credits, one which 1s of 

articular interest, is that which the 

olunteer Russian Fleet possesses on 
the American State, which amount to 
$1,400,000. This Russian fleet, which is 
a private organization formed by the 
subscriptions of private individuals, is 
self-administered and uses its own ships, 
over which the Russian State has simple 
control without profits. It has prom- 
ised to hand over to the association the 
total sum of the credit. which it possesses 
on the American Government. 

‘‘In view of the generous action taken 
by the Administrative Council of the 

olunteer Russian Fleet, it would be a 
great benefit if the American Govern- 
ment would consent to turn over at 
once the amount of its debt. If this 
sum were put quickly at the disposal 
of the Russian Aid Association the Gov- 
ernment of the United States would 
thus effectively contribute to the gen- 
erous task which has been undertaken.”’

Guaranty Trast Head Thinks 
Normal Business and Easy 
Money Will Return. 


Charles H. Sabin. President of ‘the 
Guaranty Trust Company, and W. P. 
G. Harding, Governor of the Federal 
Reserve Board, predicted a new period 
of ‘‘conservative optimism, renewed 
courage and restored confidence’ dur- 


ing the current year in addresses last 
night before ‘‘ Group Eight” of the New 
York State Bankers’ Association, which 
includes the city banking institutions, 
at. its annual dinner at the Waldorf. 

Mr. Sabin said that there was every 
assurance of ‘‘a return to normal busi- 
ness conditions, stabilized prices, easier 
money and larger business opportuni- 
ties,’ thanks to the lessons learned in 
1920. ‘* e last twelve months,’ he 
said, “‘ despite all their trials, were rich 
in experience which should be capital- 
ized in the current year and for many 

ears to come. While it. has ironically 

een observed that all we learn from 
history is that we never learn from his- 
tory, it is to be hoped that American 
business interests -will profit by the les- 
sons of 1920 and ultimately transcribe 
them on the right side of the ledger... 

‘* Surely 1920 impressed upon all of us 
the folly of extravagance in personal, 
business and governmental affairs. We 
should have learned as never before the 
folly of unjustifiable repudiation of con- 

. of unsound and uneconomic taxa- 
tion, of Government participation in es- 
sentially private business, of permitting 
raids upon the Treasury for the benefit 
of any special interests—and, above all, 
for the purpose of sustaining the prices 
of any commodities above their market 
level through keeping taxes high. 

“The experiences which 1920 afforded 
in public finances should have taught our 
legislators that a taxing system: based 
on temporary conditions cannot justly 
be continued when those’ conditions 
have passed. ‘An excess profits tax, for 
instance, will be adequately productive 
only so long as there are sufficient 
excess profits to tax. France is learn- 
ng that a tax which is dependent 
largely on the continuance of high 

rices is unscientific, for rational at- 
empts toward a resumption of normal 
conditions and lower. prices automati- 
cally act as checks on revenues.”’ ‘ 

The return of the railroads to private 
management; the lesson learned by labor 
that the alternative to working for 
wages warranted by present conditions 
is unemployment, and the necessity of 
aiding Europe in restoring normal pro- 
duction were referred to by Mr. Sabin.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—An analysis 
of the rise and fall of living costs since 
1914, made by the Department of Labor, 
places the increase to a ‘‘ standard fam- 
fly’ in New York City during the pe- 
riod from June 1, 1914, to Dec. 31, 1920, 
at 101.4 per cent. The high water mark, 


according to this compilation of data, 
was reached in June, 1920, when the liv- 
ing costs of a family in New York were 
119.2 per cent. above the costs on June 





A continuing increase in living costs 
in almost every necessity of life was 
shown from June 1, 1914, until June, 
1920. The break came during the Sum- 
mer and early Fall of 1920. 

The figures include cost,of food, which 
{is taken as representing 42 per cent. of 
essential expenditure of the family; 
clothing, 16.6 per cent. of expenditure; 
housing, 14.3 per cent.; fuel and light, 
4.3 per cent.; rniture and furnishings, 
8.3 per cent., and miscellaneous, 18.7 per 
cent. 

Prices of Seder | showed the heaviest 
increases since 1914, and furniture and 
furnishings were next in line. 

Housing, fuei and light, and expenses 
listed as ‘‘ miscellaneous’’ were the 
only ones which failed to show a de- 
crease during the period from June to 
December, 1920. Housing showed an 
increase during this period of 5.7 per 
cent., and fuel and light, 26.4 per cent. 

The analysis covers living costs in 
thirty-two cities. Detroit, Mich., heads 
the Hist in living cost increases. The 
increase from Dec. 31, 1914, to June 20, 
1920, for that city is given as 136 per 
cent. On Dec. 81 living costs had 
one to 118.6 per cent above the 1914 
evel. 

Portland, Ore., and ‘San Francisco 
showed the smallest increases. Prices 
in San Francisco jumped 96 per cent. 
between December, 1914, and June, 1920, 
and then fell off by December, 1920, to 
.8 per cent. above the 1914 level. In 
Portland prices increased 100.4 per cent. 
up to June, 1920, and then dropped back 
to 80.8 per cent. from the 1914 level. 


JEWS PRAISEATTACKON FOES 


United Synagogue Convention Also 
Protests Immigration Suspension. 


The United Synagogue of America, at 
the second day’s session of its ninth an- 
nual convention, held in the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary, unanimously commend- 
ed yesterday the protest of leading 
Christians ainst anti-Semitism, print- 
ed in THE MES yesterday, and op- 
posed the bill now in the Senate calling 
for the suspension of immigration. 

A resolution attacking the Lord’s Day 
Alliance for spreading ‘'blue law" 
propaganda was i tig by Dr. Cyrus 
Adler, President of the seminary and a 
member of the Executive Council of the 
United Synagogue, on the ound that 
since Jews were not especially effectea 
they had no reason to resent the propa- 
ganda. The resolution was not adopted. 

Prof. Louis Ginzberg, head of the Rab- 
binic Department of the seminary and an 
authority on Jewish law, read a paper 
in which he linked spiritualism with 
Christian Science and characterized them 
both as “ signs of intellectual and spir- 
itual decay.’

M’CORMICK HOME, HITS

U. S. Senator, Unable to Get Per- 
mit to Land, Forced to Stay 
on Ship Four Hours. 





United States Senator Medill McCor- 
mick of Illinois, returning to the United 
States after nine weeks in Europe, met 
with considerable difficulty last night 
in obtaining a permit to leave the 
steamship Imperator at quarantine, 
where the vessel was held for the night.

Senator McCormick went to the home of 
Frederick Winthrop Allen, 8 East Sev- 
enty-second Street, where he again re- 
fused to give an interview on European: 
affairs. 

Although he had intended originally 
to leave for Washington at midnight, 
Senator McCormick postponed his de- 
parture until this morning because he 
could not obtain sleeping accommoda- | 
tions on the train for Mrs. McCormick. 
He said he expected to arrive in Wash- 
ington about 4 o’clock this afternoon 
and would go direct to the Senate cham- 


ber. 

Senator McCormick said he did not 
intend to be interviewed until he had 
opportunity to discuss the European 
situation, as it affected the United 
States, with some of his colleagues. It 
was intimated that the material which 
he is understood to have gathered 
might be made ‘public in a Senate 
speech. 

Senator McCormick said the Imperator 
Had a rough trip and passed through 
several storms. The liner arrived at 
quarantine about 4 o’clock, and Senator 
McCormick left the ship about 8. She 
carried 304 first-class passengers, 461 
second-class passengers and 633 third- 
class. She will proceed to her dock this 
morning.

Never before has 
so large a squadron of seaplanes of the 
United States Navy, or of any other 
navy so far as is known, made a 
flight of nearly 500 miles without a 
stop.

TIAN.” 

It is an extraordinary list of widely 
representative names that was at- 
tached to yesterday’s protest against 
anything like anti-Semitism in the 
United States. Denunciation of it as 
at once ‘‘ un-American and un-Chris- 
tian ’ comes with peculiar force from 
the signers, including, as they do, the 
President of the United States and 
members of his Cabinet, heads of col- 
jJeges and universities, men eminent in 
the law and in business, as well as 
many Christian prelates and clergy- 
men. They must have felt it a 
chivalrous as well as patriotic thing 
thus to step forward to repel calum- 
nies directed at a single element in our 
democracy. 

The fantastic nature of the material 
made use of: in this campaign of 
slander..and distrust against the Jews 
has often been exposed. It is a valu- 
able added testimony, however, which 
ex-Secretary LANSING bears when he 
writes: that he had examined the so- 
called ‘‘ Protocols” and found ‘them 
to be ‘‘ forgeries circulated for ma- 
liclous purposes.” These particular 
things will soon drop out of sight, 
but the spirit behind them is one 
against which we must continually 
guard. There is no place in this coun- 


try for deliberately propagated race 


prejudices and hatreds. To the Jews 
in America, who have enough serious 
problems of their own, it must 
be especially gratifying that the right 


‘hand of democratic fellowship and 


confidence has thus been held out to 
them by distinguished and fair-minded 
men not of their blood. In this the 
fundamental and typical American 
attitude is truly tepresented. - 








POINCARE AND BRIAND. 

With the return of BriaNp to the 
Premiership it may be supposed that 
MILLERAND’sS experiment in Presiden- 
tial Government has met with a check. 
For the moment, indeed, Brianp and 
MILLERAND seem to have more or less 
the same purpose, at least so far as 
dealings with Germany are concerned, 
but BrIaNnp is too important a figure 
to admit much restraint from the 
Elysée. And if at the interallied con- 
ference which is to be held a week 
from today—postponed from tomorrow 
to allow the new Ministry to get itself 
settled—BrIAND fails to make the 
progress that French opinion seems 
to demand, it is not impossible that the 
direction of French policy may pass 
into the hands of Porncarg. 

Since that conference is to be held, 
it was obviously necessary to con- 
struct a French Government after the 
fall of Leyaugs which should have 
the strongest possible support in the 
Chamber. BRIAND can count on a 
good deal of backing, but PoINcaRE is 
the leader of a party which is very 
strong, and will continue to be strong 
so long as France feels the effects of 
the war. PoINcaRe’s position is log- 
ically faultless. Germany began the 
war; Germany caused the war; Ger- 
many devastated France and herself 
gscaped invasion; and by a treaty 
signed by Germany and guaranteed by 
all France’s allies Germany promised 
to pay for the damage. If she does 
not pay, let her take the conse- 
quences. Nothing is the matter with 
this reasoning. except. that possibly 
Germany cannot pay, yet so much 
interested propaganda of various sorts 
has intruded into this question that 
PoINcARE aad nis followers have some 
excuse for doubts on that point. 

Nevertheless, the policy of which 
PorncaRE is the ablest representative 
would not only perpetuate bitterness 





of feeling between Germany and 





France, but ‘Weed posatbly fail th get 
as much out of Germany as the more 
moderate policies which MYILLERAND 
has pursued. To talk of an indemnity 
of $60,000,000,000, as some French 
economists have been doing, is to 
jump clear out of the world of actu- 
ality. “And whatever can be ‘got out of 
Germany can probably be got more 


| promptly and with less friction by 


peaceful methods than by: further in- 
vasions. Above all, Porncarn’s poli- 
cies would hardly find much support 
from British statesmen, who from 
various motives dis:.gree with his the- 
ories, and whom he has criticised: of 
late with a rather fierce frankness. 

So for the allied conference, at least, 
Briand will be a leader more likely 
to insure British co-operation. An 
effort was made to get Porncars to 
enter BRIAND’s Cabinet as. Minis- 
ter of Finance, but he refused. He 
refused because as Finance Minister 
under Brianp he would have had no 
power to control the expenditures of 
other Ministers nor to direct the 
negotiations for the indemnity by 
which he still hopes to cover many 
of those expenditures. Fifty billion 
francs have been expended or appro- 
priated for the restoration of the 
devastated regions, and that money 
must be recovered from Germany. 
Beforé PoINCARH would assume re- 
sponsibflity for it he wanted to be 
sure that he could have his own way 
about methods of getting it. 

BRIAND and MILLERAND. have re- 
buffed PoINcaRE and the _ added 
strength he might have brought to 
the Cabinet, in order to conciliate the 
British. But this means that BRIAND 
must come out of the conference with 
acquisitions in the way of British sup- 
port that will satisfy the large group 
in the Chamber which follows Porn- 
caRE. If not, BRIAND will probably 
have to step out. One Paris paper 
interpreted the fall of the Leygues 
Ministry as a sign that the nation 
wanted somebody other than Mr. 


‘Lioryp GrorGE as French foreign Min- 


ister. This would doubtless seem a 
strange idea to Mr. LuLoryp GEorGaE, 
who probably thinks he has given up 
&8 much as he got in his conferences 
with MILLERAND and LrEyaugs. But it 
seems to express a view widely held in 
France. What happened to Lryauzs 
was a warning to Brianp that the 
Chamber expects results. 








PRACTICAL AND THEORETICAL 
TAXES. 

The Merchants’ Association an- 
nounces its votes on the fifteen tax 
proposals which the United States 
Chamber of Commerce submitted to,a 
referendum. The most interesting is 
perhaps that for a sales. tax. The 
association’s committee had the bene- 
fit of hearing some of the theoretical 
opponents of the sales tax, and they 
decided against it. But the association 
itself rejected its @éommittee’s report 
and resolved in favor of the sales tax, 
especially if it is decided to proceed 
with the amortization of the national 
debt at the rate of $300,000,000 a 
year. If such a considerable sym is 
to be raised the association’s opinion 
is that ‘‘ it might be raised by a gen- 
‘‘ eral turnover tax of one-third of 1 
** per cent. on commodities.” Apart 
from the merit of the sales tax there 
{s something to be said in favor of 
allocating special taxes to specific 
uses, so that the taxpayers may know 
what their money goes for. The fate 
of the soldiers’ bonus billions might 
depend upon its association with the 
taxes for it. 

The association votes against the ex- 
cess profits tax, of course, and also in 
favor of an income tax, with lower 
surtaxes and no increase in the normal 
rate on individuals. The association’s 
explanation of its fifteen votes is too 
detailed to be followed through on 
each of them, especially as many are 
of mifisr interest. The yield of 
a tax is dependent considerably on the 
good-will of the taxpayers. A _ bad 
tax approved by them might produce 
more than a better tax adopted over 
their protest. Whatever the intrinsio 
merit of the sales tax, one of its 
leading assets is that the taxpayers 
favor it. 








DADAISTS AND FUTURISTS. 

It is surprising that such a booer of 
the bourgeois as Mr. MarINETTI, head 
and front of the Futurists, should 
revamp so wornout a notion as 
** tactilism,’’ that is, the theory that 
as much delight, esthetic and im- 
aginative, can be had from the sense 
of- touch as from the other senses. 
No doubt the Greek Hedontsts-* dis- 
covered '’ the notion, and it must 
have been well known to SARDANAPA- 
Lus and pale SHMimramis. A genera- 
tion ago Oscar Wipe attributed a 
deep sense of tactile pleasure to 
Dorian Gray, who loved to finger old 
copes and brocades and book bindings 
and jewels and the rest of the library 
of dilettantism. 

Doubtless by arrangement, those 
other posing mystificators, the Dada- 
ists, pretend to be disturbed by tactil- 
ism. They say it is foolish, in which 
case it is the same thing as Dadaism. 
That Ziirich-born progeny of a syndi- 
cate, French, German, Spanish and 
what not, has been declared ¢officially 
by. one of the most. illustrious of 
Dadaists, FRANCIS PICABIA, to mean 
nothing in-thée world, ‘ absolutely 
nothing.’’ That being the case, why 
does it squeak and gibber so much? 
If it would take up ‘‘ tactilism ’’ and 
drop all other forms by which it 
amuses itself and bores the world, the 
world would be much obliged,

This is encouraging news, and in pleas- 
ing contrast with a great deal of current 
talk about modern youth. There is some 
difficulty, however, in believing that 
the young of the human species has ap- 
preciably changed in the last fifty years, 
or in the last 5,000, for that matter, and 
still harder is it to escape the doubt 
that anybody has a Jarge and really in- 
timate knowledge of any college students 
except those in the small group of which 
he .was himself a part in his own college 
days. 

The confidences of youth to old age, or 
even to maturity, never were apt to be 
complete, and they are not so now any 
more than in the past. On the other 
hand, there is not, and never was, any 
such person—or animal—as ‘‘the aver- 
age college student,’’ there having been 
always, and being, as many kinds of 
them as there are students, and incom- 
mensurables cannot be averaged. 

That college students now are cleaner, 
in the literal sense of that word, than 
they were in the not very remote days 
when bathtubs with running water were 
unknown in college dormitories—that is 
probable, but it is not certain, for such 
bathing facilities are a convenience 
rather than a necessary in the mainte- 
nance of personal’ cleanliness, and for 
more than fifty years collegians have 
not been open to much adverse criticism 
on that score. 


In crediting the col- 
lege student of today 
Workers with more honesty and 
{industry than that 

Everywhere. student’s father and 
grandfather had, Dr. CaRSTENSEN may 
have been right, but it is unlikely that 
he could prove the .contention—or that 
anybody else could prove the opposite. 
Again one runs against the unchange- 
ableness of human nature, no matter 
how much customs and manners may 
change, and again against the endless 
and wide diversity of human beings.

There is immediate danger that the 
system of marketing grain in this coun- 
try will be ruined by the enactment of 
ill-considered laws touching the apera- 
tion of existing methods of future trad- 
ing. Well-intentioned people of the agri- 
cultural sections, disappointed at the de- 
cline in grain prices, have become, ob- 
sessed with the idea that the situation 
would be improved by the elimination 
of ‘all ‘speculative’ trading. They pro- 
pose legislation which attempts to dif- 
ferentiate between hedging and specu- 
lative grain trading, which in practice 
is impossible. Elimination ‘of specula- 
tion from the grain futures market 
would so reduce the volume of trading 
as to render the markets practically use- 
less for hedging purposes. 

Should the hedging process be elim< 
inated, a serious situation would arise in 
the credit market and loans to millers 
and grain men would be so reduced as to 
make it difficult if not impossible to 
carry on business. Many banks insist 
that their customers make purchases of 
grain only against sales or hedges, and 
should such protection be denied them 
it is obvious that credits to these inter- 
ests must be greatly curtailed. In the 
case of some grain houses this. would 
mean granting one-quarter or one-tenth 
the line of credit now extended, the lend- 
er being governed by the financial re- 
sources of.the borrower. Millers would 
get only one-quarter or one-half their 
present line. 

Without the ability to hedge, the han- 
dlers of grain would be forced to exact 
a@ much larger margin of profit from the 
producer as protection against a possible 
decline in price. 


— 


such circumstances would be less than 
it now is under the hedging system. The 
miller also, being unable to protect his 


sales of flour by hedges in the grain|« 


market, would be obliged to exact from 
the consumer a large toll so as to protect 
himself against an advance in the price 
of raw material. 

It is obvious, therefore, that the 
abandonment of the hedging process, 
instead of benefiting the producers of 
grain, would work toward lower prices 
to them, curtail all credit advances upon 
grain collateral and ultimately exact a 
higher price for flour and so injure the 
great consuming public. This is surely 
not the time to force a further advance 
in the necessaries of life as would result 
if Congress enacted laws upsetting the 
present system of marketing grain 
without substituting a better system for 
the one abandoned. A Committee of 
Seventeen representing various farmers’ 
organizations has been trying for some 
time to devise a better system for mar- 
keting grain, but so far has not been 
able to improve upon present methods. 

Hasty legislation along this line would 
work injury to producers, handlers, pur- 
chasers and consumers of grain and 
force such a contraction of credits as 
would disrupt a basic industiy of world- 
wide importance. Such a change, instead 


of improving the position of the farmer, 
would injure him and all others con- 
nected with the grain marketing process.

THE. Tues of Jan. 9 carried a state- 
ment by Arthur A. Ballantine, replying 
to an address by Hugh Satterlee reprint- 
ed in THe Trxs of Jan. 2, Mr. Satter- 
lee advocating a sales tax and Mr.*Hal- 
lantine opposing it. In advocating a 
sales tax I have substantially two 
points of difference with Mr. Satterlee, 
and those two points dispose of most 
of. Mr. 'Ballantine’s reply and also of 
the arguments against the sales tax 
contained in the report of the Special 
Tax Committee of the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board. This report rep- 
resents, I believe, the views of a major- 
ity of the committee, although I imagine 
that it was prepared with the assistance 
of Mr. Ballantine and Dr. Adams and 
other sales tax opponents who were good 
enough to volunteer their services to the 
committee. In any event their whole 
cage is ably summarized in Mr. Ballan- 
tine’s reply to Mr. Satterlee and is di- 
rected very largely to the all-embrac- 
ing.-tax on all sales or ‘‘ turnovers,” 
which is not in fact the proposal 
advocated by leading mercantile and 
business interests. Mr. Satterlee has by 
experience: become strongly opposed to 
all special excise taxes and desires to 
substitute for them a general tax of 1 
per cent. ‘‘on all sales by any one to 
any one.”’ 

It is not necessary im advocating a 
sales tax to oppose special excise taxes 


leading mercantile interests is not a tax 
en all sales by any one to any one, but a 
merchants’ gross sales tax, i. e., a tax 
of 1 per cent. upon the gross sales of 
each and every business involving the 
sale of any commodities or merchandise 
produced, manufactured or purchased 
by the vendor for sale.” A tax on 
so-called capital transactions, such as 
the sale of a house, of a going business 
or of securities, is radically different in 
principle and in its character and ef- 
fects as a consumption tax. 

There is no doubt that the special ex- 
cise taxes are discriminatory and in 
many cases unfair to particular busi- 
nesses. Because of this fact, it will not 


be possible to obtain from such taxes’ 


anything like the amount estimated and 
desired by the leading opponents of the 


| gross sales tax. At the same time a 


few excise taxes gre productive and ad- 
ministerable, and there is no objection 
in principle to special excise taxes as 
such. It should be observed that the 
final report of the Special Tax Commit- 
tee of the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board, which Mr. Ballantine de- 
fends, has abandoned the effort made 
in its tentative report to specify the new 
excise taxes which it urges. Mr. Ballan- 
tine states that it has abandoned the 
proposal to tax sugar, tea and coffee. 
in fact, it abandens the effort to name 
these and others as proposed specific 
taxes, apparently in the hope that Con- 
gress will be able to put over these or 
equivalent taxes which at the present 
‘time cannot be safely urged or defended. 

In the recent Ways and Means Com- 
mittee hearings, ex-Senator Hardwick, 
appearing for important interests sub- 
ject to a 10 per cent. sales tax on their 
product, stated that the tax tended to 
curtail their business and to “ destroy 
the industry,’’ and was unsound ‘“‘ he- 
cause it‘ imposes a heavy sales tax upon 
certain businesses and industries net 
impesed upon other industries and busi-. 
nesses.4\"? His statement: impressed the 
committee, and it is certain that objec- 
tions of this character will both remove 
a large amount of revenue now raised 
by such taxes and defeat any effort to 
secure any great amount of additional 
revenue from new. similar taxes. My 
point is not that all these taxes are ob- 
jectionable’as such, but that they cannot 
be depended upon as a revenue alterna- 
tive to the fairer and more general mer- 
chants’ gross sales tax. 

The real weakness in Mr. Satterlee’s 
excellent. argument, however, and thé 
one which Mr. Ballantine and other op- 
ponents of the gross sales tax delight to 
meet, lies in the advocacy of a ‘‘ general 
turnover’? or ‘gross income” tax. 
This is not the merchants’ gross salts 
tax. The tax platform of the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation, 
originally proposed by Galey & Lord, 
calls for ‘‘ the levying on each and every 
business involving the sale of any com- 
modities or merchandise produced, man- 
ufactured or purchased by the vendor 


for sale a tax equal to 1 per cent. of the 


ation in the Philippines. Like -the 
‘* business ’’’ turnover tax in France. it 
involves no question of exempting sales 
of capital assets, because.such sales ar* 
not within the primary conception or 
principle of a mércantile sales tax or, in- 
deed, of a consumption tax. Mr. Bal- 
lantine, however, following Dr. Adams’s 
lead, gays that ‘‘ other sales tax advo- 
cates less consistent than Mr. Satterlee 
would exempt’’ capital transactions. 
These gentlemen would like to. brush 
aside the distinctive sales tax proposal 
actually urged by the most representa- 
tive business interests, and to defeat the 
whole proposal by playing up the “* con- 
sistent’ idea of classing in a consump- 
tion tax the sale of a man’s house or of 
investment securities with the gross 
sales of a mercantile business. It is ap- 
parent that a 1 per cent. tax on-capitel 
transactions Would be prohibitive. of 
many transactions and would defeat 
itself; in fact, Dr. Adams; speaking re- 
cently, not of the gross sales tax, but of 
the proposal to increase the tax on sales 
of securities from one-fiftieth of-1 per 
cent. to one-fifth of 1 per cent, ‘ex- 
pressed the view that so high a tax 
would so diminish transactions as to re- 
duce the yield. Possibly the most logt- 
cal tax on capital sales would be an ex- 
cise tax equal to, say, 8 per cent. of the 
profit, if any, on the sale; such profit, 
of course, being exempted from the.in- 
come tax. On mercantile sales a 1 per 
cent. tax is negligible as affecting the 
transaction and goes directly, not indi- 
rectly, into consumption. The things 
are different in principle, however easily 
they may be included in one general 
statement. We urge no exempfion, - be- 
cause the distinctive tax which we pro- 
pose requires no exemption. 

The analysis leaves nothing of Mr. 
Ballantine’s reply to Mr. Satterlee, and 
there is in fact nothing in the final 
report of the Special Tax Committee 
as it affects the avoided issue of a 
merchants’ gross sales tax except the 
‘‘ integrated industry ’’ argument which 
is so ably answered in THs Times edi- 
torial of Jan. 9. <A difference of 5 to 
I0 cents on a pair of shoes is not going 
to destroy any necessary middleman or 
single process manufacturer. This ar- 
gument is the chief of the “ sales tax 
ghosts’’ which have gotten-on the 
nerves of a relatively few business men. 
No one can question the skill with 
which the proponents, apologists and 
beneficiaries of existing and proposed 
profits taxes have sought to overcome 
the widespread advocacy of the mer- 
chants’ gross sales tax or fail to record 
the large measure of undeserved suc- 
cess which they have so far had in 
confusing the issue and stemming the 
tide of genuine tax reform. Personally 
I do not question Mr. Ballantine’s entire 
good faith or his experience in taxation 
problems during the last three years. 
Like all of us who have had to do with 
the taxpayers’ and Government's .diffi- 
culties under the present _and earlier 
laws, he recognizes their outstanding 
injustices and the need of change. But 
apparently he does not grasp, as. does 
Mr. Satterlee, who feels perhaps less 
paternal interest in the present law, the 
need of a clean sweep, so to speak, of 
experimental profits taxation and also 
of discriminatory excise taxes. This 
does not mean the abandonment either 
of the income tax, normal and grad- 
uated, or of proper excise taxes. It 
should mean the substantial elimination 
of the varying, accidental and discrim- 
inatory features of such taxes as they 
now rest onthe periodic béok profits 
and necessaty transactions of the or- 
dinary going business. 

One more point is important. Much 
is being said of sales taxes, past and 
present, in various countries.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 17.—Har- 
vard’s varsity track team, which had 
planned a Southern trip for the Spring 
recess, will not go below the Mason and 
Dixon line, as a result of action by the 
University of Virginia and the Naval 
Academy. To a communication by 
Major Fred W. Moore, graduate man- 
ager of athletics at Harvard, saying 
that the Crimson team included two 
athletes of negro blood, both institu- 
tions replied that they considered it 


best, under the circumstances, that 
track meets scheduled with Harvard 
in April should not be held.

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“ON TRANSFER RULE 


Major Leagues Compromise and 
Set Aug. 1 as Last Day 
for Shifts of Players. 


Both major leagues will operate next 
season under a similar rule in regard 
to the transfer of players from one club 
to another after midseason. An agree- 
ment in this feature was decided upon 
last week during the conferences of the 
club owners in Chicago, but no an- 
nouncement of the fact was made until 
yesterday. The change, which is in the 
‘nature of a compromise, was decided 
upon as part of the plan to make uni- 
form the laws governing the two big 
leagues, 

A year ago the American League 
adopted a measure that would prevent 
the transfer of players by trade or sale ; 
after July 1, The rule was agreed upon | 
to prevent a pennant contender from 
making a deal late in the year which 
might result in the charge that fa- 
voritism was being shown to that par- 
ticular club in its fight for a pennant. 
The National League passed a measure 
that differed only in’ the date’ named, 
the club owners of the Heydlér circuit 
making Aug. 20 the final day for such 
deals. 

The new rule sets Aug. 1 as the 
last day for transfers. e National 
Leaguers insisted that the date favored 
by e American League was too early 
and the Johnson circuit countered by 
declaring that Aug. 20 was too late. 
The compromise to Aug. 1, with one 
league advancing its date and the other 
moving in the opposite direction, puts 
the two organizations on the same work- 
ing basis.

Would Increase Facilities for 
Baseball, Footbal!, Hockey, 
Tennis and Squash. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HANOVER, N. H., Jan. 17.—Dart- 
mouth College started a campaign 
among the undergraduates here tonight 
for funds for Memorial Field, the pro- 
posed athletic plant of the college, to 
be erected in memory of the ninety Dart- 
mouth men who died in the Werld War. 
The undergraduates’ drive precedes by 
a few days a concerted campaign among 
the alumni of the college. 

The cost of the proposed field is $360,- 
000, which amount has been divided into 
ninety shares of §$4,000 each. It is 
hoped that each of the four classes 
in college will subscribe to at least one 
share of the ninety. Professor James 
P. Richardson of the Athletic Council, 
who is in charge of the local drive, was 
the principal speaker at the mass meet- 
ing inaugurating the campaign tonight. 

The plans call for a complete reno- 
vation of Dartmouth's athletic plant, 
which for some time has been considered 
inadequate for the needs of the college. 
The regular varsity football field will 
be maintained in iis present situation, 
with the wooden stands giving way to a 
concrete structure with 5,000 seating ca- 
pacity. Additional stands available for 
the opposite side of the field will bring 
the total nd a gad up to 12,000. Two new 
gridirons will be constructed, one for the 
freshman team and one for those taking 
part in compulsory athletics. 

Three baseball diamonds are included 
in the plans, with the varsity field on 
the side of the former hockey rink. A 
stand seating 1,500, with additianal fa- 
cilities available, will be furnished for 
baseball. Three hockey rinks will be 
constructed in the rear of the alumni 
gymnasium, for the use of the varsity 
and freshman teams. Tennis facilities 
will be enhanced by the addition of 
eleven new dirt courts, making the total 
seventeen. 

A new drainage system, especially ap- 
i to the varsity football gridiron, 

fll be adopted, thus doing away with 
the muddy fields which have so often 
handicapped green teams in the past. 
After the entire project has been com- 
pleted, a new wing, similar in size and 
structure to that now enclosing the 
Spalding. swimming pool, will be built 
for the construction of squash courts. 

The present plant Alumni Oval was 
built twenty-three years ago for a col- 
lege enrolment ‘of 300, and since that 
time few additions or improvements have 
been made.

Resumption of ‘Shipping Board| 


Inquiry Reveals Further 


Repair Irregularities. . 


’ 


COMPETITION CALLED ‘JOKE’ 


Witness—Others Beached by 
Incompetent Masters. 


The Congressional Committee on Ship- 
ping Board Operations resumed its hear~ 
ings here yesterday at the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania. Witnesses testified that com- 
petition among ship repairmen ‘in the 
New York district was a “‘ joke’’; that 
losses were incurred by the Shipping 
Board on account of the failure of the 
Bureau of Survey to furnish requisi- 
tions; that Government inspectors were 
intimidated; that defective ships were 
sent to sea; that successful. efforts had 
been made to combat..profiteers who 
have subleased city-owned. piers; that 
Shipping Board vessels .have been run 
aground , through the, .incompetence: of 
their masters, and . that. irregularities 
were found in the purchasé of. supplies 
of all kinds. 1 f 

One glaring irregularity in the -_pur- 
chase of sh i was cited. by 
Myron C. Baker, District Controller. of 
the, Shipping Board at Boston. .He said 
that about three months ago the Divi- 
sion of Operations at Philadelphia ad- 
vised John 8. Emery & Co. of Boston, 
operators of the Lake Ellendale, to di- 
rect the ship to take on fuel gil at Phila- 
delphia from the Blue’ Star Navigation 
Company. The operating company was 
told the pricé would be $5 a barrel. 
When the vessel reached Philadelphia: 
the Blue Star Navigation Company sent 
it to the Mexican Petroleum .Company 
for oil, and the latter company charged 
only $1.38 a barrel. There was a ~ 
ference of about $15,000, according to 
Mr. Baker, in the amount. of the operat- 
ing. company’s check and the bill ren-, 
dered by the Mexican ‘Petroleum Com- 
pany. The witness could not say. where 
this. difference of $15,000 went. . An in- 
vestigation was being made. 


Accounting System. Improved. 


Mr. Baker said the accounting system 
in his office had been greatly improved. 
Asked if he had been hampered by the 
home office, the witness admitted he 
had, but not recently. 

Edward C. Burke, business representa- 
tive of the International Brotherhood of 
Boilermakers, testified he was one of 
several workmén who had received three 
days’ pay for about three hours’ work 
on the steamship Moline, which was be- 
ing repaired by Arthur Tickle & Sons 
at Port Newark. He and the other em- 
ployes thought ae were entitled to the 
money because e Government was 
willing to pay it. 

Burke said he was an assistant fore- 
man at the Shooter’s Island plant of 
the Standard Shipbuilding Corporation, 
where he was assigned to Hull 13, the 
defective riveting of which was described 
by Thomas Purcell, another foreman, 
last December. 

‘* Did, you see any defective riveting?” 
asked Chairman Walsh. 

‘IT saw all bad riveting,” replied 
Burke. He said Hull 13 was the last of 
her type of ships to be completed and 
that left-over materials were put into 
her structure. Among such materials 
he mentioned plates intended for an- 
other hull. These plates could not be 
made to fit. He reported the matter 
to his superiors, but was told the plates 
would have to fit. Burke said he then 
left the job. 

Captain Oscar W. Parker, Superin- 
tendent ef the Marine Department of the 
Northern Division of the. Shipping 
Board, testified that dock profiteers 
in New York City, many of whom have 
procured leases on municipal piers, were 
gradually being forced-to reduce their 
exorbitant charges, which have run as 
high as a day. The rate. charged 
by the city for use of its piers was 
fixed by law at 2 cents a ton a day 
for the first 200.tons and \% cent a ton 
for tonnage above 200. 


$140 a Day in Excess Charges. 


Under his instructions, idle Shipping 
Board vessels are no longer tied up at 
wharves where excessive charges are 
made, but are taken to Prall’s Anchor- 
age in the Kill van Kull. Speculators 
and private operators were charging 
$180 a day for wharfage, according to 
Captain Parker, who said this was $140 
in excess of a reasonable rate, 

‘“‘T am trying.as fast as I can to re- 
duce these charges,’’ said Captain Par- 
ker, ‘‘ by taking Shipping Board vessels 
elsewhere. 

** Dock profiteering is being broken up 
in New York City. We are getting dock- 
age from Robins Dry Dock Company, 
Tebeau Yacht Basin and elsewhere for 
2 cents a ton for the first 200 tons and 
one-half of a cent a ton on ddditional 
tonnage over that amount.”’ : 

Captain Parker testified that some of 
the boats of the Submarine Boat Cor- 
poration were delivered before they were 
completed and before defects in con- 
struction had been remedied. So de- 
fective were some of these vessels that 
the Shipping Board had to’spend from 
$5,000 to $15,000 to make them sea- 
worthy. He said defects were found in 


‘riveting, in general construction and in 


design. He said he objected to the ac- 
ceptance of these ships and had _ re- 
ported their condition to the Construc- 
tion and Repair Department. His re- 
ports were ignored. 

Captain Parker advocated the bonding 
of ship Captains and engineers to elimi- 
nate irregularities in the- purchase of 
supplies. 

James L. Lafferty, field auditor. for 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation, said 
that after spending eighteen. months in 
the Crane Repair Yard, Brooklyn, he 
had become convinced that competition 
among ship repair yards was ‘‘ more or 
less a joke.’’ He said that whenever he 
or another field auditor questioned an 
item the repair companies would delay 
their explanation for several days and 
then simultaneously report. While there 
was some difference in the charges 
made, all were practically the same. 


Checker Tells of Threats, 


The witness said one of the “ really 
bad situations ’’ was due to the failure 
of.the Bureau of Survey to deliver requi- 
sitions before repair work was.started. 

John J. Pigot, a former checkeran the 
shipyards, told of alleged threats 
against checkers. He had been beaten 
up in Brooklyn. Another checker had 
been found dead in a ship, but investi- 
gation showed he had gone there to 
gather chicken feed when the ship was 
being fumigated. 

When the hearing is resumed this 
morning at 9 o’clock Mr.’ Baker will 
resume his testimony. The committee 
will continue its hearin, here’ through 
Thursday and on Friday will go to 
Washington to hear’ Charles EB. Piez, 
former head of the Emergency Fieet 
Corporation. ,

The last bout of an extensive card: which 
included, also, a series of local-amateur 
contests, did not conclude until an early 
hour this morning. 

Seated at tables. which surrounded, 
and, to the capacity of the-ballroom, led 
away from the ring in the middle of the 
ftoor which has served. for social func- 
tions of national significance; were more 
than a thousand leaders in the nation’s 
industrial; professional and political life. 
Seldom before’ in the history of box- 
ing in this country has such-.a ‘thor- 
oughly representative gathering been in 
attendance at any ring matches. Not in 
the history of the sport'has a similar 
series of contests been conducted amid 
euch surroundings. Many women, wives. 
of some of the guests; watched from bal- 
cony boxes circling the ballroom, and 
evinced as much interest in the series of 
contests as did their husbands,: who 
cheered and urged the competitors from 
their tables on the ballroom floor. 

Captain B. V. Chandler, British Army 
heavyweight representative, scored the 
first international victory when he 
gained the judges’ decision over Private 
John Cortwright, Camp Holabird, Md., 
in the heavyweight championship battle.

France’s Hope That “Germany's 
1. O. U., Endorsed by Her Allies, 
Can Be Discounted Here.

PARIS, Jan. 17.—President Millerand 
promulgated today a decree creating the 
Briand Ministry and tomorrow or Wed- 
nesday the new Premier wil go before 
.the Chamber of Deputies and ask a vote 
of confidence. This he will in all prob- 
ability receive by a large majority, 
thereby being entrusted with the task 
of conducting'‘the indemnity negotiations 
which will begin next week when the 
allied Prime Ministers meet. 

If M. Briand makes what the Deputies 
regard as’ satisfactory progress he will 
remain in office. If he does not he will 
certainly fall and be replaced by former 
President Poincaré. ; 

M. Briand’s task is to pull France out 
of the financial hole in which: the war 
left her. That task is the preoccupation 
of all official France. It is a'task which | 
nfust be accomplished if French business 
is to regain its position and if the 
French Government is to restore its 
credit. 


Deficit 35,000,000,000 Paper Francs. 


The task of remending . France’s 
finances depends basically upon securing 
the German indemnity. And _ this .is 
why: The big black cloud. on the. French 
financial horizon is the deficit of 35,000,- 


and 1920 for reconstruction work and 
which Germany is counted on to pay. 
According to the financial plans for 1921 
this deficit will be increased by another 
tifteen or eighteen billions, thus making 
a deficit of some fifty billion francs in 
the governmental accounting. This is 
money which is being actually paid out 
by the Government. . It is. obvious that 
the Government cannot keep on paying 
vut such sums without resources. 


The appropriations for 1920 were about 
45,000,uuu,luu francs. Of this twenty- 
seven billions was ordinary expenditures. 
Twenty-two billions is taken care of by 
the Government revenue, according to 
the Finance Minister's caiculations, and 
tive billion goes for pensions, which 
Germany is aiso supposed to pay. The 
other eighteen billion represents what 
wee paid out in 1920 for reconstruction 
work, 


Problem One of Reparations. 


Thus it can be seen that France's 
financial problem is really the problem 
of reparations. : 

It is because this has not been suffi- 
ciently realized in America that a some- 
what incorrect idea of French finances 
obtained across the Atlantic. Many per- 
sons formed estimates of the French 
financial situation without giving proper 
importance to the indemnity, regarding 
that as something indefinite and not to 
be taken into current account. You can 
never make calculations .of French 
finance agree with k'rench’.calculations 
if you leave out the indemnity. If Ger- 
many does pay, brance sees.a way out 
of the financial woods; if Germany does 
not pay, krance does not see a way OUuL., 
Therefore, securing the German indem- 
nity is France’s big problem today. 

There are in France two policies advo- 
cated with regard to the indemnity. 

One is that France should fix what she 
believes Germany should pay her and 
then by force compel her to pay. This 
is the policy supported by M. Poincaré 
and which is favored by a majority of 
the Chamber, which is strongly Nation- 
alist. The other is that it is better for 
France to make her demands more mod- 
erate in order to obtain the agreement 
of England to stand with France in 
forcing collection. This is the policy of 
President Millerand and the one which 
will be followed by Premier Briand. 

It does not abandon the uitimate use 
ot force if need be, but, that force would 
be the army of France and the fleet of 
FEnglan@, rather than the army of 
France alone. : 

There wag another policy—that of M. 
Leygues—which consisted in _ laying 
down that Germany must pay five an- 
nuities of three billion marks each afid 
that the sum total be left to be fixed 
later. This method doesn’t appeal to 
the majority of Frenchmen, and when 
it was learned that ten days ago M. 
Leygues sent a note to Mr, loyd 
George definitely proposing such a set- 
tlement President Millerand ‘and the 

arty leaders got together and threw 

eygues out. 
he British. Government has laid down 
as a prime condition to its assent ta-the 
ultimate use of force to collect the in- 
demnity that France agree to some fixed 
sum. And this is the policy M. Briand 
will follow. 

What President Millerand and Premier 
Briand want is that England, France 
and Belgium shall agree on the amount 
which ermany must pay. Germany 
would have no part in this decision. The 
amount once fixed, German and allied 
experts would meet and work out a for- 
mula for its payment This plan, drawn 
up by M. Briand, would have England 
agree with France that if Germany does 
no pay according to what is ps page 
her ability the British fleet will join with 
the French Army in enforcing payment 
either by seizure of the german customs 
machinery or by the occupation of addi- 
tional German territory, or both. This is 
the-scheme drawn up at Spa for the coal 
deliveries and for disarmament and 
which worked fairly well. Mr. Lloyd 
George has several times agreed to this 
plan provided the French will accept an 
indemnity figure the British regard as 
reasonable. Thus, then, much depends 
on fixation of the amount. 


Is the One Big Question. 


At the bottom of the business that is 
the one big question. The nearest Eng- 
land and France have been getting to- 
gether on this point was last Summer at 
Boulogne, where it was agreed that the 
indemnity should be fixed at the current 
value of 85,000,000,000 marks gold, pay- 
able in installments in forty-two years 
with 8 per cent. interest and 1 per 
cent. for amortisement—which would 
bring, the ultimate total to be paid by 
Germany to something like 250,000,000,- 
000 gold .marks, subject to reduction if 
she paid more quickly. 

The reason for the high interest rate 
was: that it was planned to float the 
bonds based on the German indemnity 
and guaranteed by England and France 
which would be offered for sald in 
America, 8 per cent. being judged the 
rate which. would attract American 
bankers. For when France, who, by the 
way, gets some 60 per cent. of the in- 
dvumnity, has obtained the agreement of 
the Allies to the amount, she cannot 
wait forty-two. years, or even twenty 
years, to get a large part of it. North- 
ern. France must be rebuilt now. 

Of course, Germany has made much 
of the plea that she cannot pay a great 
deal. However, France still remembers 
that Brockdorff and Rantzau once of- 
fered to settle the whole bill. for a hun- 
dred billion gold marks. She notices that 
Germany-# exports are ahead of imports 
and that.-German industrial concerns 
ate paying big dividends, She also.

Nearly 700 Held in Search of

PARIS, Jan. 17.—The police continued 
their offensive against undesirable for- 
eigners with such vigor during the week- 
end that now nearly 709 hace been held 
under security: unt?! they nave proved 
their identity and their means of ‘sup- 
port in a manner satisfactory to the 
authorities. 

In the police net many quite innocent 
Americans and others have suffered mo- 
mentary entanglement, because they had 
gone forth seeking adventures without 
their identity papers. These and all who 
can give a satisfactory account of them- 
selves have been invariably treated with 
courtesy and released at once, but 


among the 700 wno have been taken have 
been, found a larger number of Russians, 
Germans and undesirables of every race 
than even the police suspected of being 
in the city. 

Most of the Russians were masquerad- 
ing as Poles and the Germans as Czech- 
eslovaks and Austrians. Some of them 
gave congo aeeg f explanations of their 
presence, but a large number have been 
identified as closely in touch with the 
communist movement tn its worst fea- 
tures. They belong to-the crimina! 
classes whom Lenin used with such ef- 
fect in Moscow and Petrograd to upset 
the then existing Government during the 
war. 

In several cases the rooms occupied by 
these men and women have heen 
searched by the police. Enough evi- 
dence hag been found to show that they 
were receiving funds from suspicious 
sources, and in some instances Were in 
direct communication with Soviet agents 

Several men taken have been identified 
‘as having been concerned in crimesgin

Was Faked to Bolster Up

The: supplementary report challenges 
the accuracy of the’ Government's ac- 
counts of the ** battle of Tralee,” draw- 
ing the conclusion that the ‘‘ battle of 
‘Pralee is a figment of the imagination,” 
and. alleges* that.*‘ there is serious con- 
flict .between the evidence gathered by 
the. commission and the fanciful, highly 
colored story of the battle of Tralee 
presented in the House of Commons by 
the Chief Secretary.” 

The document: cites what it intimates 
was a case of the deliberate faking of 
a@ photograph portraying a battle scene 
inorder to support accounts given in 
the ‘House’ of Commons. The report 
‘says the photograph in question has 
been suppressed, ‘but it recounts how 
it pictured. a wounded cadet and two 
dead ‘Sinn Feiners lying in a road, and 
the cadets taking Sinn Fein prisoners 
in: the. background. 

The report .declares’ that this photo- 


| graph appeared in many newspapers and 


was. variously captioned as ‘* A- picture

ration of the battle of Tralee.”’

hotograph included in the report show- 
ng a junction of two roads just out- 
side of Dublin. The report adds: It 
is. this exact scene, with the addition 
of the people referred ‘to above, which | 
has appeared as a picture of. the battle 
of Tralee. There is _no. such scene in 
the vicinity of the ‘battleground.’ We 
do not know who arranged for the tak- 
ing of the photograph outside Dublin, 
but can understand that its publication 
would give an air of verisimilitude to 
the story of an encounter as described 
by Sir Hamar Re eae (Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland).”’ 

With reference to the attempted vic- 
timization of a witness examined by 
the commisison the report says: j 

“ About 2 o'clock in the morning fol- 
lowing. the publication of the evidence 
in the newspapers, we are informed 
from a trustworthy source that a num- 
ber. of armed men burst into the house 
where the witness lived. Fortunately 
for him; he. was not there, but the 
men damaged the furniture and other 
effects in the house and on leaving one 
of them said: ‘Tell him we will get 
him, and when we do we will guarantee 
that he will give no more evidence. We 
will make a clean job the next time.”’ 

‘* This scandalous incident,’’ the report 
adds, ‘‘ illustrates. the peril of ~~ 
evidence on the doings of the arme 
forces of the Crown. We regret that 
an attempt should have been made to 
victimize a witness, whose only offense 
was that he told the commission of his 
experience with agents of the British 
Government.”’

RUMANIA SEEKS 
POLISH ALLIANCE 


Both “Nations at Odds With 
Czechs and Apprehensive of 
« Attack by Russian Reds. 











BUCHAREST HAILS HALLER 


Czechoslovakia, Fearing War, Said 
to Have Dismantled One Railroad 
Connecting Her With Rumania.

PARIS, Jan. 17.—There has been a 
curious series of flat contradictions re- 
cently between statements of the French 
Foreign Office and the Rumanian Press 
Bureau and statesmen with regards to 
the situation in Bessarabia and Bol- 
shevist intentions on the subject. 

The affair began a month ago with a 
| statement by the radio agency here to 
the effect that Rumania was mobilizing 
three classes of the army: owing to fear 
of Bolshevist invasion. There is‘no sug- 
gestion that this was inspired by the 
French Foreign Office, but almost simul- 
taneously the latter did announce that 
it had received news of heavy Bolshevist 
troop concentrations in the region east 
of Bessarabia.: Later there was some 
confirmation of this: from Moscow in 
the shape of an explanation by Tchitch- 
erin that this and similar troop move- 
ments were for purposes of Winter 
quarters and demobilization. : 

Meanwhile one of the leading officials 
of the Rumanian Legation here, Prince 
Ghika, issued a denial.of the radio story 
and declared the whole business invent- 
ed for the purpose of influencing. the 
exchange market. 

Since then the Foreign Office has re- 
iterated its statements about the Red 
troop, concentrations, which it claims to 
have..received from several different 
sources. Tonight the.Temps prints the 
following communique from the Ru- 
manian Press Bureau: 

‘*Alarmist stories that have been cir- 
culated about the situation on the east- 
ern frontier of Rumania are mislead- 
ing and have no serious basis. Al- 
leged mobilfzation of several Rumanian 
classes and. militarization of the rail- 
roads are inventions whose object is to 
favor deals on the Stock Exchange and 
injure Rumanian credit.” 

Furthermore, there was issued yester- 
day a radiogram from Moscow inviting 
Rumania to an amicable conference and 
insisting on the pacific sentiments of the 
Soviet Government toward Rumania. 


Possible Key to Mystery. 


Further down the same column in 
which these two pieces of news appear 
the Temps prints a third item, which 
perhaps gives a key to the mystery. It 
is a cable from Bucharest describing the 
warm welcome given to the Polish Gen- 
eral Haller on his arrival there and 
speaking in terms of hopeful expectation 


of the coming visit of the Polish For- 
eign Minister, Prince Sapieha. 

The correspondent further quotes this 
passage from one of the leading Ru- 
manian newspapers: 

‘‘It is more than probable that fail- 
ure of the Riga negotiations between 
the Poles and Bolsheviki and the in- 
tention of the Soviet Government to 
transform the Dniester Ub cape into Win- 
ter quarters for the Red’ Army prove 
the necessity for Poland and Rumania 
-to get together with regard to the Rus- 
sian probiem.” | ; 

The priter goes on to dwell at some 
length on common interests of the two 
countries and the impossibility of their 
remaining isolated from each ather. 

All of which comes to this—Rumania its 
now exceedingly anxious to make a close 
alliance with Poland. The idea has been 
in the air for many months. Rumania 
boomed the ‘‘ Petite Entente’’ with the 
Czechs and Jugoslavs while Poland 
seemed in danger of being overwhelmed 
by the Reds. Then the Poles made their 
brilliant recovery, and meanwhile the 
Petite Entente gradually disintegrated. 
' At the present moment the Rumanians 
are on little better terms with the 
Czechs than are the Poles themselves, 
between whom and the Czechs coal 
area always has been a bone of con- 
tention. I learn from unquestioned au- 
thority that the Czechs have recently: 
dismantled one of two railroads con- 
necting their country with Rumania be- 
cause in case of waP it could not easily 
be blocked, whereas the other traverses 
a@ wide bridge which could be blown up. 

Finally, espite their dentals, Ru- 
manians are anxious about Bessarabia, 
which, for all the consent of the allied 
Premiers to their occupation, they know 
Russia regards as part of ‘her territory. 

The Poles have met .the Bolsheviki 
in_the field. successfully, and also the 
Poles have France behind them, whom 
Rumania’s entry into the Triple Alliance 
rather alienated from her. For these 
and other reasons the Rumanians are 
now eager for an alliance with Poland, 
which explains their insistence on the 
falsity of all news that make the Poles 
shy of considering the proposition. : 


Attitude of the Bolsheviki. 


As for the attitude of the Bolsheviki 
themselves, it can be explained in two 
ways. First, their “trade” pegotia- 
tions with England have gone so far 
that they. have at ledst reasonable hope 
of a de facto recognition before 1 , 
Accordingly. it would be the height of 
folly for them to ruin their prospects 
by aggressive action now, 

Secondly, it is an old rule of European 
aipheeiacy. to have a sword in one hand 
and an olive branch in the other.

BANKERS MARK TIME 
ON FORRIGN LOANS 


Important Developments: Ex- 


pected Today, However, in 
the Belgian Situation. 


OTHER PROGRAMS ADVANCED 


Said to Be Stand-off as to Whether 
France, Belgium or Switzerland 
Is Accommodated First. 


Nothing developed yesterday with re- 
gard to the program of foreign financ- 
ing which bankers now have under con- 
sideration, and in some quarters it was 
said to be about a stand-off. as to 
which of the foreign loans would be of- 
fered first. Some important. develop- 
ments in the Belgian situation are .ex- 
pected today, and if these eventuate 
that country is likely to head the list. 
But it is said substantial ‘progress has 
been made on the French and Swiss 
programs and that either or both of 
these may come ahead of the Belgian 
offering. 

The securities of all three ofthese coun- 
tries were heavy yesterday, the French 
8s selling down to 98%, the Swiss 8s 
to 103 and the Belgian 7% to 97. Of- 
ferings were fairly heavy.and the mar- 
ket was more responsive to them than it 
has been in a long time. This, ordinari- 
ly, would be construed as a reasonably 


of new loans. 


Thus far nothing definite has been 
said concerning a British loan. As a 
maiter of fact, the only discussions, so 
far as known, have been between offi- 
cials of the British and United States 
Governments regarding the funding ‘of 
the indebtedness of the former to the 
latter. It has been reported, though, 
that the British were anxious to pay 
off and retire the British Treasury bills 
now circulating here. These bills out- 
standing aggregate between $15,000,000 
and $16,000,000, and advices indicate 
they, will not be retired and that the 
outstanding volume, for the time being 
at least, will be held at between $15,- 
000,000 and $20,000,000. 

South American countries which have 
been negotiating with local bankers for 
credits are said to have made some 
progress lately, but not a great deal. 
, The authorization by Chile of a five- 
'million-sterling loan is presumed. to 
mean that that country is preparing to 
negotiate with London, but bankers say 
that the loan may be floated here. South 
American financing, however, is very 
uncertain, as witness the fact that the 
proposed loan of $30,000,000 to the Bra- 
zillan State of Sa Paulo was virtually 
consummated last Fall when a hitch 
Finepart and the whole plan was aban- 
oned.

IRENTS RAISE INCOME 


‘TAX OF LANDLORDS 


Revenue Bureau Expects Realty 
Owners to Pay Higher Totals 
Than in 1920. 


SOME DEDUCTIONS LEGAL 


Expense of Getting Tenants Not 
Taxable — Depreciation 
Also Allowed. 


Increased rents are expected to in- 
crease income taxes this year, according 
toa statement of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. The law requires that 
every dollar received for rent be in- 
cluded as gross income in the returns, 
but both landlord and tenant are al- 
lowed certain deductions. 

“Where property is held for renting 
purposes,’’ says the bureau, ‘‘ the owner 
may deduct the cost of securing ten- 
ants, such as advertising and main- 
tenance expenses. A tenant may de- 
duct the rent paid for business prem- 
ises, but not for his home, which is 
@ personal or living expense. Interest 
and taxes paid by the tenant on be- 
half of the landlord are deductible by 
the tenant as aditional rental, provided 
the property is business property. Such 
items represent income to the landlord 
and must be included in his return of 
gross income, but are deductible by him 
also. : 

“‘ Frequently a tenant agrees to erect 
a building or make other permanent 
improvements for the benefit of the 
landlord. The cost of such improve- 
ment is a capital expenditure, and in 
order to return to the tenant his in- 
vestment of capital, an annual deduc- 
tion may be made from gross income of 
an amount equal to the total cost of 
such improvements divided by the 
number of years of the term of the 
lease, and such deduction shall be in 
lieu of a deduction for depreciation. 

** Under the head of depreciation own- 
ers are allowed a ‘‘ reasonable amount 
for exhaustion, wear and tear of prop- 
erty used in trade or business, includ- 


ing a reasonable allowance for obso- 
lescence.’’ This deduction must be made 
as a separate item. 

‘“‘As the rate at which depreciation 
may be claimed is dependent upon local 
conditions, no specific rate is established 
by the law and regulations. 

“To compute the proper amount of de- 
preciation, the taxpayer should deter- 
mine the probable lifetime of the prop- 
erty, then. divide the fair market value 
March 1, 1913, or the cost if acquired 
subsequent thereto, by the number of 
years so determined. This will give the 
annual depreciation allowable.

Declares Conservative and Prudent 
Management Has Helped Restrain 
“Orgy of Extravagance.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—John Skel- 
ton Williams, Controller of the Cur- 
rency, declared in a statement made 
public today that the national banks 
were in a strong condition and well 
fortified to meet any emergency which 
might arise in the period of readjust- 
ment. The facts and figures presénted, 
ne said, would make it appear that some 
of the criticisms as to alleged financial 
inflatien were, as far as the national 
banking system was concerned, entirely 
unjustified. = 

The statement by Mr. Williams covers 
the condition of all national banks as 
of Nov. 15, 1920. 

“Their present strong and well-forti- 
fied ceondition,’”’ he ‘says, ‘‘and the 
fact tht their aggregate borrowings on 
rediscounts and bills payable amount to 
only about 10 per cent. of their total 
resources, is particularly gratifying 
when we consider that our people in the 
last three and one-half years have taken 
up, paid for and have pretty well di- 
gested about $24,000,000,000 of Govern- 
ment obligations.’’ 

Mr. Williams takes up the reports 
concerning the part which banks may 
have played in the period of specula- 
tion following the armistice. 

Less Inflation Reported. 

‘A further analysis of the figures 
of Nov. 15, 1920," he says, ‘‘as com- 
pared with the statement of all na- 
tional banks on March 4, 1919, four 
months after the armistice, suggests that 
there has been far less inflation of crédit 
and loans, at least so fdr as the na- 
tional banks are concerned, than is pop- 
ularly supposea, and some ef the criti- 
cisms which have been made as‘ to the 
alleged financial inflation, as far as 
they are concerned, is hardly justified. 


\ The generally conservative instincts and 


prudent management of most of our 
bankers have been a healthy and re- 
straining influence to the orgy of ex- 
travagance and speculation which raged 
during the eighteen months’ period suc- 
ceeding the armistice. 

“The loans and discounts of all 
national banks on March 4, 1919, plus 
the United States Government securities 
owned, which may be regarded in the 
light of loans to the Government, but 
exclusive of United States bonds held to 
secure circulation, amounted to $12,694,- 
050,000, as compared with $13,749,926,000 
on Nov. 15, 1920. 

‘““This wos an increase in loans and 
discounts and United States Government 
securities held during the last twenty 
months of only $1,055,876,000, or ‘less 
than 9 per cent. It should be taken into 
consideration that during this period of 
twenty months the Government sold and 
collected for $4,500,000,000 of Victory 
notes, the majority of which were sold 
ece for through our national 

anks,"’ 


Resources and Deposits. 


Of the general conditions of the na- 
tional banking system, the statement 
by Mr.- Williams saysisen) sat

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NEW STRENGTH FOR 
~ WHEAT IN CHICAGO 


Down at Start, but Heavy Buy- 
ing for Sea Board Interests 
Sends It Up at Finish.

CHICAGO, Jan. 17.—General business 
conditions are showing gradual im- 
provement, with a decrease in. unem- 
ployment in this territory. The heavy 


sales of cash corn by the country are ex- 


pected to be reflected in a contraction 
ef loans by interior banks in the near 
future, and while offerings of grain dry 
up on the declines there is plenty for 
sale on the rallies. It is understood that 
Butler Brothers will declare the usual 
quarterly dividend next month, with 
some talk of an extra, although this is 
regarded ag improbable in some quar- 
ters. / 

The unexpected happened in wheat 
teday. Lowest price was made early 
and the highest at about the close, with 
net gains of 2%@3% cents, after a range 
of 3%@4% cents. There was heavy buy- 
ing by houses with seaboard connections 
to. remove. hedges against export sales, 
confirmation being secured on 1,040,000 
bushels by Chicago houses alone via the 
Gulf, with every indication that the 
total day’s business in all positions was 
around 1,500,000 bushels. 

Omaha. sold 120,000 bushels. Premiums 
at the Gulf were firmer, with January 
and February loading quoted at 21 cents 
over Chicago March. Included in ‘the 
day’s sales were 240,000 bushels for April 
loading at a price understood to be about 
20 cents over March. This was regard- 
ed as of great significance by the trade 
and an indication that the European de- 
mand was to continue. 

The claim that the British had bid 
equal to 10 cents under American prices 
for 38,750,000 bushels Indian wheat had 
little effect, as that country is suffering 
from famine, and, while it has a sur- 
plus, a great deal of wheat will be car- 
ried over to make up for the deficit in 
this year’s crop. The report that the 
New South Wales crop has been cut 25 
per cent. by a big storm, though an- 
nounced in cables a month ago, had 
some effect. It is officially denied that 
there was 70,000,000 bushels of wheat 
carried over into the new crop that was 
not included in the figures given out at 
that time. This report has been in cir- 
culation for two weeks. 

Country offerings on the break were 
smal]. Premiums on hard Winters and 
Springs here were off 1 cent, as com- 

ared with. March, and Red Winter 4 to 
f cents over. At St. Louis premiums on 
Red have deelined around 2214 cents in 
the last ten days. 

Sentiment after the close was decidedly 
mixed, but it was very noticeable that 
the leading bull interest was a free 
seller of offers after the close, which 
was taken as indicating that bulges 
would’ be limited for the time being. 
The technical position in all grains was 
weakened by. the upturn today, many 
local professionals covering on the early 
break. . 

Short covering and the strength in 
wheat were responsible for the advance 
of % to % cents in corn at the last, 
Export sales in all positions aggregated 
755,000 bushels. Oats closed % to % 
eents higher, and rye 4 to 1% cents 
higher. Cash houses were the best scl 
ers of oats. , 

Routine news attracted little atten- 
tion. A decrease of 3,029,000 bushels in 
the visible supply of wheat brought the 
total down to. 38,154,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 41,183,000 bushels a week 
ago and 66,089,000 last year, Corn in- 
creased 1,260,800 bushels, and is 7,909,- 
000 bushels, against 6,649,000 the previ- 
ous week and 3,455,000 last year. A 
large increase is expected again this 
week. 

Primary movément is increasing, re- 
ceipts of wheat being 1,975,000 bushels, 
against 2,003,000 bushels a week ago 
and 1,381,000 bushels last year. Ship- 
ments were 1,024,000 bushels; week ago, 
742,000 bushels; last year, 973,000. 

Arrivals of corn were the largest of 
the season—2,125,000 bushels; week ago, 
1,599,000; last vear, 1,210,000, and ship- 
ments, 823,000 bushels; week ago, 801,- 
000; last year, 492,000.

foreign countries by the Federal Trade 
Commission ”’ cf the comr.ission’s re- 
ort on its investigation of the ‘‘ Big 
ive’? packers conducted several years 
rgo by direction of President Wilson. 

It'is charged by the institute that the 
Trade Commissign not only furnished 
copies of its report to representatives 
leere of foreign countries, but also asked 
the Diplomatic Bureau of he State De- 
partment to transmit copies of the report 
direct to these Goveriments. 

The commission, it is charged further, 
sent to the Diplomatic Bureau a form 
ietter to be used in transmitting the re- 
fort, which said: 

‘There is enclosed herewith a copy of 
‘the summary of the report of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission on the meat in- 
dustry which was recently released for 
publication by President Wilson and 
which may be of interest to your Gov- 
ernment.’”’ 

“ By this form letter,’ says the insti- 
tute’s communication, “ President Wil- 
son was made to extend the invitation to 
foreign Governments to take the ‘ funda- 
mental action’ which the co ission 
said was necessary to prevent interna- 
tional control of meat products by the 
American packers.”’ ; 

The institute’s letter goes on to say 
that members of Congress, after readin 
the British committee’s report, whic 
quotes at great length from the Trade 
Commission report, ‘‘ will appreciate the 
serious disaster which threatens the live 
Stock ‘industry of this country as a con- 
sequence of the deliberate circulation in 
foreign countries by the Federal Trade 
Commission of its false and unjust 
charges against the American packers.” 

The British committee’s report, a 
digest of which was published recently 
in the United States, says ‘‘no com- 

laint was made (at hearings held by 

t) of unfair trading on the part of the 
American companies beyond severe cut- 
ting of prices for the purpose of de- 
veloping trade or clearing surplus 
stocks,’’ but it charges that ‘‘.there is 
at least a tacit understanding between 
the American meat companies to respect 
each other’s position, which secures to 
them all the econoinic advantages of an 
active combination.’’ 

The committee finally recommends that 
‘‘it should be the declared policy of his 
Majesty’s Government to prevent the 
percentage of the beef trade, which is at 
present in foreign hands, from increas- 
ing to the loss of producers at home and 
in the Dominions and of British import- 
ing companies,’’ and that expansion of 
foreign interests in the United Kingdom 
should be restrained by taxation and 
ry al ed refrigerated shipping com- 

anies.

- Provision’ 
also was made for the calling of strikes 
through the Executive Committee, which 
was controlled by the defendant. 
During the testimony of Samuel B. 
Donnelly, Secretary of the Building 
Trades Employes’ Association, it was 
shown that pursuant to an agreement 
between the employes, the employers 
were expected to use none but council 
workers and protested. when they did not 
ao so. 

Donnelly maintained that the employ- 
ing association made no discrimination 
against working men who were not af- 
filiated with the Building Tradeg Coun- 
cil.

ALL SKY SPEED RECORDS 


Portion of the Constellation of 
Cetus Is Rushing Along at Rate 
of 1,240 Miles a Second. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 17.—The 
nebula Dreyer No. 584 in the constella- 
tion of Cetus’ has broken all known 
speed records of the heavens. It is dash- 
ing through space away from:the earth 
at a velocity of almost 2,000 kilometers 
(1,240 miles) a second, the highest speed 
ever attained by a celestial object, ac- 
cording to word received at the Harvard 
Cbhservatory today from Dr. V. M. 
Slipher of the Lowell Observatory, at 
Flagstaff, Ariz.,-who anndéunced the re- 
sult of spectographic observations there. 

Professor Solon I. Bailey of the Har- 
vard Observatory said that most stars 


moved through the heavens with a speed 
of less than 100 kilometers a second, 
while some had been known to go a few 
hundred kilometers a second, and others 
as fast as 1,000 kilometers a second. 
The highest celestial speed previously 
ym one was by another nebula and was 
180 “kilometers a second, he added. No 

: m9 star or nebula ever approached the 
speed of Dreyer No. 584, in his opinion. 
The nebula, which is so faint that it 
is not visible to the eye, is in the lower 
southern sky in the early evening.

AIRPLANES FROM SHIPS 


Made With Catapults—Experi- 
ments With Collapsible Planes. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Naval air- 
planes, instead of ‘‘ taking off’’ from 
the decks of ships while at sea, will be 
hurled from catapults, if experiments of 
the Navy Department prove successful, 
the House Naval Committee was told 
today by Captain T. T. Craven, Director 
of Naval Aviation. Tests are being 
made, he said, at the Washingtoh Navy 
Yard, whére it is planned to shoot a 
seaplane from a catapult soon to see if 
the plan is feasible. 

Captain Craven said he was convinced 
the new method would prove superior to 
present attempts to get under way from 
decks limited in size. 

The navy is attempting also to con- 
struct collapsible planes, the committee 
was informed, so they can be taken 
down and stored on board during ~bad 
weather at sea. The present system of 
keeping planes on top. of the turrets, 
Captain Craven said, has proved un- 
satisfactory,,as they are in the way and 
obstruct vision. 

An: appropriation of $35,000,000 has 


been requested for naval aviation during 
the coming fiscal year. During that 
time, the committee was told, the navy’s 
station at Hampton Roads will become 
the most important aviation operating 
base on the Atlantic Coast. 

Further improvements, Captain Craven 
said, are planned at San Diego, Cal., 
the main base on the Pacific. He urged 
that a ‘‘ considerable sum ’’ be expended 
on the Coco Solo station at the Panama 
Canal in order to protect — ‘the canal 
adequately.”’
